For it is to the 
ministry, as to the religious adherence of members of the synagogue, 
that the institution has to look for a betterment of its funds, and it surely 
is unwise for the Council to mike those it is dependent upon in the main 


for less sparse finance, the scapegraces of conditions they best can mitigate. 


Our correspondent, we believe, is right when he suggests that some plan 
regular and well-ordered—should be adopted whereby these increases 
of salaries should accrue automatically. It is not conducive to the dignity 
of the ministry that its members should have to come cap in hand begging 
for a rise in stipend, knowing that success or failure in their appli- 
cation may depend on. the personal goodwill or prejudice of some 
member of the body to which they are beholden. Further, we think that 
each post in the United Synagogue should have its salary attached to it, 
and that the present practice of fitting the salary to the man is bad in 
principle and harmful in practice. The United Synagogue could devote 
itself to many a question in the desire to better the “ parlous ” state of its 
finance—to use the Treasurers’ expressiqgn—less likely to yield good 
results than the arrangements now in force for the remuneration of its 
ministers and the conditions under which they hold their sacred offices,

Whatever other countries may obtain redress 
in consequence of the violation of the Treaty of Berlin, the still older and 
more flagrant breach of that Treaty which has condemned our Roumanian 
coreligionists to a heartless and unrelenting oppression, is to suffer no 
mitigation. The matter is not even to be mentioned lest it complicates 
matters. Servia has an army of a kind, and Slavonic friends who may 
make trouble. The Jews are unable, even if they were willing, 
to make themselves seriously unpleasant. It is interesting to observe 
that the Conference is not the only occasion in which the Jewish 
omnipotence of which we hear so much has vanished at the first 
real test. Finland, for example, recently obtained a loan in spite 
of Jewish opposition, and that loan now stands in the market at a 
substantial premium. The Russian Government also obtained a big loan 
in spite of the aloofness of the leading Jewish banking interests; and that 
issue is to-day at par, and has been at a premium. So much for the power of 
the Jewish race! The truth is that individual Jews may possess influence 
in particular directions, but they are not united ; and it is doubtful 
whether they could accomplish very much for our brethren even if, 
under present conditions, they did stand together. At the same time, 
although they may be excluded from the conference, Jews, both here, in 
America and elsewhere, cannot and will not miss any opportunity of 
raising the Roumanian question whenever that opportunity may offer.

ITS JEWISH ASPECTS. 


[From a Correspondent. | 


The comic papers, from Punch upwards, have waxed merry over Mr. 
Willett’s Daylight Saving Bill, and it seemed at first as if it would be over- 
whelmed at its birth in a storm of ridicule. But it still holds its own in the 
political field. Ministers are beginning to smile quite benevolently upon 
it, and there seems to be a reasonable prospect of its becoming the law of the 
land and of horologists having a new problem to rack their brains over. 
Most sensible men will welcome an arrangement by which more leisure is 
afforded them before the sun goes down in the West, and the Government's 
attitude is, no doubt, determined by the fact that the Territorial Army will 
have more time in which todrill. But the purpose of these lines is to draw 
attention to a fact which seems to have been overlooked by the com- 
munity. No artificial manipulation of the hands of a clock can 
alter the position of the sun in the heavens, and consequently the 
Jewish calendar, so far as it is concerned with the times of the commence- 
ment and termination of Sabbaths and Festivals, will be put considerably 
outof gear. This fact was recognised by the promoters of the Bill, and it is 
an open secret that the Chief Rabbi was invited to give evidence before the 
Parliamentary Committee which considered the measure. It is understood 
that Dr. Adler personally is not in favour of the Bill, he sharing Dr. Shaw's 
views that it is impractical on metereologieal and astronomical grounds. 
Pat from a Jewish point of view, he took up the standpoint that if the country 
desired the measure, Jews would not, despite certain inconveniences, stand 
inthe way. Heis quite prepared, in conjunction with his colleagues, to make 
. the alterations in the Jewish time-tables that would be necessitated by 
the Bill. 

it will be remembered that the Bill proposes to advance the clock one 
hour in April, and to make a similar change in the reverse direction in 
September. Thus if the Bill were already in force, Sabbath would come in 
next Friday at 4.30 instead of 5.30, and would terminate at 5.41 instead of 
{.41. On the other hand, on April 16th, Sabbath would come in at 7.30 
instead of 6.30, and terminate at 8.42 instead of 7.42. 

This would bring about a serious situation during the summer months. 
The orthodox Jew would have to go without his cigar for an hour longer, 
and what would be still worse, he would be prevented from going to the theatre 
after making Habdalah! How will Mr. Tree be able to play to a Gentile dress- 
circle on Saturday nights? The spectacle is unthinkable. Whether English 
Judaism will seriously saffer by the passing of Mr. Willett’s Bill, time alone 
Willshow. Butthe theatrical deprivation is a serious matter, which may be 
commended to the earnest consideration of Jewish members of Parliament. 
Perhaps the legislature would be prepared to accept, by way of substitute, a 
much more sensible proposal—that the thermometer should be raised ten 
degrees in winter and lowered ten degrees in summer. That would not inter- 
fere with Sabbath, and would make everybody more contented !

The Cambridge Hebrew Congregation is about to celebrate the twentieth 
anniversary of its foundation. Twenty years is not a period which would 
call for celebration or even remark in an ordinary congregation, but Cam- 
bridge is not an ordinary congregation, far from it. It is, that of Oxford 

alone excepted, the most interesting congregation in Anglo- 
An Interesting Jewry, and its past, present, and future have alike a value 
Celebration. which no thinking Jew in this country is likely to under- 

estimate. Cambridge always had an attraction for Jews 
seeking a University education, but it was not until 1889 that the number of 
Jewish undergraduates or the local conditions were promising enough for the 
formation of a bond of union between Jewish members of the University on 
congregational lines. The movement owed its inception to the motive 
power and influence of Mr. Alfred Phillipp Bender, then an undergraduate 
at St. John’s College, Mr. Bender was the son of the Rev. Phillipp Bender, 
and a somewhat noteworthy example, at that time, of the son of a Jewish 
minister imbued with.the spirit of what was the public teaching of his father. 
Mr. Bender was in earnest, and his singularly magnetic and sympathetic 
personality made the movement a success from the first. Bender 
was the only Jew at Cambridge whom I knew at the time and I am, 
therefore, unable to name, and, consequently, to do justice to, his contem- 
poraries without whom his movement would have been futile. But I am 
certain that I am right in naming Mr. Wiener as one who not only helped at 
the start, bat who kept up the enthusiasm when Bender had left. 


The strength of the Cambridge congregation has been its absolute 
dependence on the lay element. The undergraduates have done everything. 
They have not even allowed graduates who are Dons to intervene in the 
management of their affairs. Nor have they ever had a minister. All the 
services have been read by themselves, including the reading of 
the Torah, and I can testify to the reverence and accuracy with 
which the services are conducted. They have taken it in turns 
to act as Reader, Presiding Warden and Shammas, and it is the 
last-named functionary acting the part of beadle in cap and gown who has, 
to my thinking, more than anything else, struck the fine clear note which 
has been dominant throughout. Nor has the synagogue confined itself to 
members of the University. The President would receive information that 
there was a Jew working for a Cambridge tailor or to be found in the shop of 
a local hairdresser, and he would wait upon jhim and invite him to the 
synagogue.

The congregation has derived much strength, which I am sure will be 
freely acknowledged, from three sources. First there was the residence in 
Cambridge of Professor Schechter. Nothing could have been more 
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fortunate than the presence in Cambridge in the early years of the con- 
gregation of this extraordinary man. Both he and the move- 
ment found in each other exactly what they were looking for. 
Schechter attended regularly, delighted in and encouraged 
everything, and made his home a centre where the University 
men could call and listen to him and know him and breathe an atmosphere 
of Judaism at its best. This was the first great asset of the congregation. 
The next was the advent, as Schechter’s successor, of Mr. Israel Abrahams. 
He has done exactly what Schechter did. His personal characteristics differ 
somewhat from Schechter’s, but his influence over young men is unrivalled. 
While he has been steadily acquiring for himself a great position at 
the University, he has followed exactly in his predecessor's footsteps and 
has also kept open house and open heart for the undergrads. Then there has 
been the presence of Mr. 1. H. Hersch. He bas gained the respect of the men 
for his sterling character, and his brilliant career at the University compels 
their admiration. He has brought his boys to the synagogue regularly. 
Lueky boys! What surroundings for their school-days! Lueky chance for 
their upbringing to have such a Sabbath service to attend, conducted as 
they see it.

Strength. 


Cambridge has produced a number of brilliant men who have taken up 
positions of the utmost utility in the communal life. The United Synagogue 
has Lord Rothschild (a Trinity man, as were his brothers), and Mr. Felix 
Davis, one of the Treasurers. The Right Hon. Arthur Cohen, K.C., who will

Cambridge the Board of Deputies, and the present genial President, 
Men in Mr. D. L. Alexander, is an old Cambridge man. Jewish 
Communal journalism has had Mr. Israel Davis, who was the first Jew 
Work. to go up to Cambridge with a scholarship. The Jews’ Free 


School has Mr. O. E. d’Avigdor Goldsmid, the Jews’ Deaf and 
Dumb Home Lord Wandsworth, the President of the Maccabzeans is Prof. 
Israel Gollancz. The four supervisors of the Union of Religion Classes are all 
distinguished Cambridge men, Mr. Herbert M. Adler, Dr. Lionel Barnett, 
Mr. Norman Bentwich and Dr. A. Eichholz. The Jewish ministry has, 
hesides the Rev. Professor Bender, the Rev. Harry 8S. Lewis, while the 
Great Synagogue has Mr. Samuel Gordon, a Cambridge man, for its Secretary. 
Mr. Augustus Kahn, Dr Judah Israel and Mr. M. E. Lange are intimately 
connected with the management of communal institutions, and, last but not 
least, Mr. Herbert Loewe and Mr. Fox are Dons among the Jews and Jews 
among the Dons. To crown this annus mirabilis, the present Warden- 
President is this year's Senior Wrangler. So much for the past and present. 
The future is on the knees of the gods. Our hopes are great, our expecta- 
tions almost equal. May they be realised!

The Rey. J. F. Stern has called attention lately to the glaring want of 
punctuality on the part of people who have arranged to be married. It is 
about the last occasion concerning which people, as a rule, show any signs 
of unpunctuality, and the fact that it has become almost a tradition in Mr. 

Stern's experience that people cannot keep appointments 


Jewish punctually, even when it affects their own marriage, accen- 
Unpunctuality. tuates what.! have long noticed as one of the most distinctive 


Jewish faults, viz., unpunctuality. I have never been able 
to understand how this has come about, because Jews possess keen business 
instinct, and unpunctuality is the most unbusinesslike ofall failings. It is very 
seldom that a Jewish meeting commences punctually. <A grace of fifteen to 
thirty minutes seems always to be understood, so much so that the wonder 
really is that anyone comes in time. In regard to marriages in the East End, 
the unpunctuality is sometimes due, perhaps, to the employment of one 
carriage to do a very great deal of work. First, it has to fetch the father of 
the bridegroom, who then calls upon the father of the bride. Both then 
proceed to fetch the happy expectant husband and then the synagogue is 
thought of. A corresponding process goes on in reference to the female 
portion of the family, and then they arrive. It may be that the etiquette 


of procedure has not. been strictly observed, in which case a few 
arguments, not to say recriminations, further delay the proceedings. 


Turning to the other side of the picture, there are very many people who 
cannot be punctual even at funerals. A belated attendant is often seen 
hurrying up the ground when the service is half over. As a rule he says 
nothing, because even the most exacting stickler for koved cannot very well 
expect to have the funeral performed over again for his benefit. I fear that 
nothing willever cure us. Mr, Stern may have relieved his feelings by his 
letter to the JEWISH CHRONICLE, but as for anything further, bless his 
optimistic heart! 
‘It is to be hoped that the Spitalfields Great Synagogue will be saved. 
Apart from its value to the people of the neighbourhood as synagogue, class- 
rooms and general meeting place, it always presents to me a most picturesque 
example of religious perpetual motion. There is always something going on 
there. It is one of the few places in London where one 
can witness every night, what | would call the “ perpetual 
Minyan,” that is to say, an endless chain of services, one 
of which commences the moment another leaves off, to be 
succeeded jin its turn in similar fashion. People leave off their work at 
different times, and want to read Maariv with Minyan. They go to the 
Synagogue just when convenient to themselves, and have to wait only a few 
minutes for their turn. In fact, while they are waiting they get the addi- 
tional Mitzvah of saying 8 to the other peoples’ blessings, and, if they are 
in no very great hurry, they can enjoy the additional privilege of joining in 
the 1393 of the next “ shift.”

It is rather an interesting thing to watch, and I should be sorry to see it 
ousted from its local. There are other places in London where this is done, 
although not on such a large scale, but the Spitalfields Great Synagogue 
carries the principle a step further, and I think that in this respect it is 
unique. On Friday evening, after the service in the main building has been 
in progress some little time, one hears the distinct hum of another service 
in a kind of ante-room. This is for the late-comers. I do not think they 
are above entering the synagogue after the service has commenced: as 
Jews they are too orthodox to be too punctual. But they want their full 
measure of the prayers. and not having been able to leave their work as 
early as they desire, they have this supplementary service I have described. 
When I first heard the voices in the anteroom clashing, as it were, with the 
Synagogue service, I felt just a little disturbed, as I am somewhat sensitive 
about questions of decorum in synagogue. But when I understood what it was, 
and noticed that it disturbed no-one, I felt somewhat elevated, and it 
enhanced the feeling of reverence, which was my chief impression of the 
whole service.

THE DEATH OF BARON DE GUNZBURG. 


ihe death of Baron de Ginzburg has created a painful impressioi Si the 

1)» Jews and on his numerous admirers in official circles. Phe Press 
..otes long atticles full of vivid descriptions of the eventful eareer of the 
cod. The parentage of the late Baron is traced back to the sixteenth 
apy. His ancestors include Isaac Giinzburg, the author of “ David 
Viaskel "¢ Simon Giinzburg, the father-in-law of David Oppenheim; and 
‘;npous Rabbis of Pinsk, Brest-Litovsk and Zamut. The devotion of the 
joceased to his people can well be illustrated by the fact that in 1892 he 
preferred to yield to the demands of the Russian Minister of Finance 
\ ishnegradski to raise the value of Russian stocks at Paris, and thus bring 
out the grave, though temporary, financial crisis in his own banks, than to 

‘yse the Russian bureaucrat and imperil the position of his brethren. 
More light will be thrown on the career of the late Baron by the publication 

the memoirs of the famous Rabbi Isaac Elchonon of Kovno, with whom 
had been in close touch. 

Wherever the news of his death reached, services were arranged in 
snory of the deceased. The service at St. Petersburg was. attended by 
Princess Oldenburg, Count Witte, several members of the Government and 
‘he bureaucracy, and by all the Jewish notables present in town. His body 
was pemoved from the Russian capital on Sunday for interment in the family 
vanlt in Paris. The larger Jewish centres sent delegations to St. Petersburg to 
~epresent them at the removal of the body. The delegates of Moscow 
included Rabbi Maze, M. Poliakoff and a special Zionist representative. 


THE LATE BARON DE GUNZBURG'S WILL. 


The will of the late Baron de Giinzburg has been published. 


He left.all 
his property and between two and three million roubles to his seven sons and 
three daughters. Baron Alexander Giinzburg has been appointed the manager 
of his fathers’ business. He and his brothers are entreated in the will to 
follow. the footsteps of the late Baron, to remain true Jews and to continue 
to support the charitable objects in which the deceased took such a 
deep interest. 
THE DUMA AND THE JEWS. 

\l. Niseloviteh did not lose an oppdrtunity of replying to the anti- 
Semitic speakers who, during the Azeff debate, accused the Jews of having 
been the sole promoters of the revolutionary upheaval. The deputy 
expressed his astonishment at the belief of the Real Russians that his co- 
religionists possessed such a power as to organise so widespread a movement 
as that of 1905. He admitted that the Jews were fighting hand-in-hand with 
the Liberals on account of the restrictions the bureaucracy. had imposed on 
them. He expressed his regret at the fact that Azeff was ever connected 
with the Jews, and concluded his remarks by reminding the House of the 
terrible massacres of 1905, which, in his opinion, were a direct result of 
the policy of provocation employed by the Government and a natural conse- 
quence of the leniency shown to the pogrom organisers, who, in many 
iustances, and notably in the case of the Siedlce riot, were not punished at all. 

M. Roditcheff, in accordance with the instructions he received from the 
Constitutional-Demoerats, also rose to reply to the anti-Semite, Markoff. He, 
too, dwelt on the responsibility of the Government for the pogroms of 1905, 
ind the Bielostock and Siedlee massacres. He stated that he did not wish 
to aceuse M. Stolypin of complicity in the riots; but it was, nevertheless, 
‘lear that the Premier either could not or would not resist the powerful Real 
Russian Union. The speaker protested against the thanks of the Govern- 
ment to the Siedlce authorities at a time when M. Stolypin tendered his 
ipologies to Europe for the riot. M. Roditcheff also referred to the scan- 
dalous manner in which the police, in conjunction with the Real Russians, 
had brought about the assassination of M. Herzenstein. 


A SCANDALOUS ACCUSATION. 

A.few days ago, General Tolmatcheff summoned the chief of the medical 
stall at the Odessa Jewish hospital and requested him to indicate those of 
his colleagues who had participated in the Liberal movement of 1905. The 
protests of the head of the hospital proved fruitless, and immediately after 
the interview the Governor-General ordered the authorities of the institu- 
tion to dismiss the Jewish doctors. He also added that, in case of 
insubordination, he might find himself compelled to appoint a Russian staff 
in lieu of the Jewish medical officers. General Tolmatcheff also stated 
unoflicially that the Jewish doctors would be tried on a charge of poisoning 
Russian. patients in October, 1905. The deputies for Odessa were informed of 
the situation created by the action of the Governor-General, and they are 
already preparing a strong protest. M. Pergament has also announced his 
readiness to interpellate the Government on the question. Inaddition tothe 
steps taken -by the deputies, the Jewish community of Odessa intends to 
despatch aidepatation to M. Stolypin to lay before him the details of the

RIGHT OF RESIDENCE OF JEWS. 

The three hundred Jews ordered to leave the Jewish colonies in the 
provinee of Ekaterinoslay, petitioned M. Stolypin, M. Niselovitch, and M. 
Maklakoff against the action of the authorities. M. Niselovitch, in conjunc- 
tion with other deputies from the province, visited M. Krizanovsky, the 
Assistant-Minister of the Interior, and requested him to annul the order of 
the Governor of Ekaterinoslay. M. Krizanovsky replied that he preferred 
the deputies to acquaint the Tsar of the case. He, nevertheless, promised to 
do all in his.power to improve the position of the colonists. Referring to 
the Jewish question, the Assistant-Minister expressed himself against 
admitting Jews to educational institutions without restrictions, for fear that 
in a period of ten years our coreligionists would form sixty per cent. of the 
Russian intelleetuels. He was, however, decidedly in favour of abolishing 
the Pale. In conclusion, M, Krizanovsky informed the Jewish deputy that 
the chanees of improving the position of his brethren had greatly diminished, 
owing to the revolutionary activity of the Jews. M. Niselovitch strongly 
protested against this aecusation. : 

The Moscow. authorities refuse to register the orphans of Jewish 
merchants of the first guild in the place of their deceased parents, in order 
to deprive them of their rights of residence in the ancient capital, 

Jewish tradesmen at Lodz have despatched a deputation to St. Petersburg 
to obtain permission for them to send representatives to the Don district. 
The Exchange Committee instructed its lawyer in the capital to support the 
Jewish petition. The Progressive Press is also agitating in favour of granting 
Jewish tradesmen. more privileges. The papers point out that eyen as far 
back as 1743 the Senate petitioned the then reigning Empress Elizabeth on 
behalf of the Jewish. merchants, whereas now that body has become very 
Hostile to the Jews. 

The Kieff'authorities have announced that Jewish female students will 
no longer be required to present certificates of residence in the city on 


entering the higher educational institutions. The order will remove a 
serious obstacle in the careers of many Jewesses. 

The Social-Democrats have prepared an interpellation regarding the 
exile of several Jews from Siberia. Their leaders have received a protest, 
signed by many influential Russians, against the continued expulsions of our 
coreligionists, 

THE BLACK HUNDREDS. 

Count Konovnitzin has arrived at St. Petersburg with a report drawing 
the attention of the Council of the Real Russian Union to the fact that his 
Odessa branch is breaking up, and that the workmen's union and students’ 
league, attached to the organisation, have already thrown off their allegiance 


to the branch. 
INTERESTING TRIALS. 

The counsel of M. Hillerson has requested the authorities to hold the 
impending trial at Wilna and not at Grodno or at Bielostok. whence the 
advocate is continually receiving a number of threatening letters from anti- 
Semites. 

The Retch has been acquitted on a charge of publishing the threats used by 
a commander of one of the punitive expeditions against the Reziza community. 
The local Rabbi testified to the truth of the report, that the Russian officer 
Daniloff had threatened to destroy the town and massacre half of. the Jewish 
population. 

Twenty-eight organisers of the Busuluk pogrom have been sentenced to 
imprisonment for eight months. 

In view of the fact that the sentence of the assassin of M. Herzenstein 
was recently quashed,a new trial has taken place at Terioki, but the judges 
conveniently postponed it again after hearing a few witnesses. 

A CHARGE WITHDRAWN. 

The Government has withdraw the charge against Advocate Skaratin. 
who, together with M. Hillerson, has been accused of throwing the blame for 
the Bielostok pogrom during the hearing of the case on the oflicials. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The meeting of the headmasters of the Russian secondary schools held 
at Kieff has resolved to recommend to the Government that the restrictions 
in foree for the Jewish male pupils of the secondary educational institutions 
should also apply to the female students and to all Jewish candidates for the 
higher elementary schools. 

At a meeting of the Helsingfors women the Jewish question formed the 
chief topic of discussion. Most of the speakers were in favour of emanci- 
pating our coreligionists.

It is reported that a deputation of Polish Rabbis will shortly proceed to 
St. Petersburg, in order to communicate to M.Stolypin the proceedings of 
their recent conference. 

The Jewish stadents of the St. Petersburg University and Kieff Poly- 
technic have formed societies with the object of studying Jewish history. 

The Jewish Mayor of Rome, Signor Nathan, is expected at Moscow in 
connection with the Gogal jubilee. Gogal resided in Italy for some time. 

Preaching at the North-West London Synagogue, the Rev. S. Lipson referred in 
the following terms to the death of Baron Horace de Ginzburg. In Russia, he towered 
above his contemporaries, but what endeared him to the heart of the Jew of every 
land was the knowledge of an innate tenderness for his people, which found 
vent in his untiring labours on their behalf. Russian Jews have lost their 
foremost protector, the bulwark against the extreme wave of the anti-Semitic sea 
ready to engulf all into its frightful depths. Even Russia, itself blind in its despotism, 
was brought to recognise his worth and nobility The insignia of civic rights might be 
denied him but there remained the conscious influence of his mighty spirit. And now 
he lies low, he who, when the despairing cry resounded through the Pale, went forth 
to console his people and soothe their anguish. There is something sublime about 
this Grand Old Man, fearless and true, a shield in the troublous times of recent vears. 
There was no shirking of responsibilities, no pandering to anti-Jewish prejudice of 
the remotest kind. He was, true enough, a Russian, firm to uphold the dignity of the 
State, though the very power which he upheld might be levelled against him and his 
people. But he never swerved from his maintenance of Jewish ideals, and in this lies 
the lesson he has taught to those, hich in power, to whom he leaves the example of his 
lite. Jew to the very core, within him was the spirit of Mordecai.

NEW YORK, February 19. 
A STATE BUREAU FOR IMMIGRANTS. 


A report from Albany states that the Committee which has been appointed 
by the State Legislature to investigate the conditions of immigrants in New 
York, has already completed its labours and prepared its report. This 
report will greatly aflect our people, and it also has this added interest 
through the fact that the Chairman of the Committee is Mr. Louis Marshall, 
the well-known lawyer and communal worker. The report of the Committee 
has not yet been made public, but, according to the dispatch from Albany, 
some of its recommendations have already become known. The Committee 
will, among other things, recommend the establishment of a new State 
Department of Commerce and Immigration, which will, in a way, be similar 
to the Department of Commerce and Labour of the Federal Government. The 
chief object of this Department will be to help in scattering the immigrants 
throughout the State, and thus to avoid congestion in the large cities. The 
Department will open employment offices and will employ persons in various 
parts of the State, who will look after and promptly report upon new open- 
ings for labour. The Department will also establish an oflice at Ellis Island, 
whence it will seek to find work for new-comers who have no others to look 
after them. ; 

In this connection, the Committee offers the opinion that once, an immi- 
grant settles in the city of New York, he becomes accustomed to the life of a 
large centre, and is afterwards loth to leave it for the rural districts; it 
therefore believes in helping to remove the immigrants at the beginning of 
their arrival. 

The new department also hopes to correct the old-time evil of unreliable 
private banks and ticket-oflices which conduct their main business with immi- 
grants. An effort will be made to establish a strict control over all these 
places of business. 


THE QUESTION OF RUSSIAN PASSPORTS. 

A special dispatch from Washington, which was received here yesterday 
by the Jewish Morning Journal, stated that the Committee on Foreign Affairs 
reported favourably to the House of Representatives on the resolution of 
Congressman Goldfogel, demanding that the Government should take drastic 
steps in securing the recognition of American passports in Russia, regardless 
of the religious belief or nationality of the holders of those passports. The 
Committee recommends that this condition be brought about either through 
a new Treaty or through some other arrangement. This resolution was 


offered in the House of Representatives some months ago, but, under the 


rules of the body, it could not be considered before the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs had reported upon it. Now that this report has been received, it is 
expected that the House itself will shortly take the matter up, and, accord- 
ing to one optimistic correspondent, there is every possibility of the resolu- 
tion being passed in Congress. 

It is significant that President Roosevelt took action in the matter while 
this resolution was still before the Committee. It was reported recently 
from St. Petersburg thatthe matter of the revision of the Treaty of 1832 
between the United States and Russia, had been brought again to the notice of 
the Foreign Office by Mr. Montgomery Schyler, Junr., Secretary of the 
American Embassy, and that M.Isvolsky, the Foreign Minister, had promised 
to give the subject his careful consideration. Russia has had to postpone 
taking this question up, it is said, owing to her absorption during recent 
months in the Balkans situation. 

Mr. Schyler presented a formal note to the Foreign Office asking that 
the revision of this Treaty should receive early attention. He drew M. Isvolsk y's 
attention to the generally antiquated provisions regarding Consuls, the 
matter of fisheries, etc., and the necessity of a modern instrument. The 
Treaty desired was indicated only in the most general terms. Although one of 
the main objects of these negotiations is the right of entry of American Jews 
into Russia, the Treaty nominally has nothing to do with this question, which is 
indirectly covered in the old preamble permitting citizens of each nation to 
travel freely in the territory of the other, subject to the existing regulations. 
Consequently, this question has not yet been raised but will be left for later 
discussion. 

The Russian Government claims that the regulations, excluding from 
Russia Jews of all nationalities, in default of special permission, are part of 
the regular code and cannot be altered without an act of the Duma. 


TO PETITION THE ICA. 

A distinguished visitor from Palestine to the Jews of America arrived 
here on Tuesday afternoon on the steamer “Crown Princess Cecilia.” She is 
Dr. Susana Bouchmul, one of the foremost of women workers in the Zionist 
movement, and a striking figure among the Jewish settlers and pioneers in 
the Jewish colonies. Dr. Bouchmul, who is an eloquent speaker and able 
writer, comes here in the interests of the new Palestinian settlements, and 
she is to address meetings and to interview persons of prominence in this 
and other cities. She has made this trip to America owing to the recent 
political changes in Turkey which she, together with other Zionists, believes 
have opened new opportunities for the entrance of Jews from the countries 
of oppression into the Holy Land. 

Madame Bouchmul is especially interested in the work of a new Com- 
mittee that was recently formed in Palestine, the object of which is a pleé- 
biscite to petition the Jewish Colonisation Association that it should direct 
its activities towards Palestine. The new Committee is known as Shiloh, the 
name being made up in Hebrew of the initials of the Biblical words, * Return 
to the Land of our Fathers.” The Committee is to collect many thousands of 
signatures of persons living in Palestine and elsewhere, petitioning the 
Jewish Colonisation Association to invest the millions which the late Baron 
de Hirsch had bequeathed to the Jewish people in the development of Pales- 
tine for the Jews who are now in quest of a home. Baron de Hirsch himself, 
it is argued, was greatly interested in Palestine, but he was disinclined to 
invest any of his money in that country owing to the arbitrariness and 
uncertainty of the old Turkish régime. With the present changes in the 
Empire, it is stated, his objections to Palestine, had he still lived, would 
have disappeared, and it is the duty of the Ica, it is said, to concentrate its 
attention upon the possibilities of the Orient. 

Madame Bouchmul, who on her arrival spoke very enthusiastically of the 
awakening of Jewish life in Palestine, is a native of Russia, has studied in 
France and Switzerland, and graduated as Ph. D. from the University of 
Berne. She has lived in Palestine for a number of vears, and believes that 
there is a great future there for the colonies. Her husband, Dr. L. Bouchmul, 
has now gone to Russia on a mission similar to her own, 

Madame Bouchmul, who converses fluent] y in five languages, outlined her 
plan in an eloquent Yiddish speech before a preliminary gathering of well- 
known workers for Jewish interests, which was held in Clinton Hall on 
February 15th. She expressed the intention, besides working for the 


plebiscite, to advocate the investment of American capital in Palestinjay 
industries.

assured fact. Dr. Lewin’s tour here was curtailed by a call which 
received to return to Berlin at the earliest possible date and also by | 
desire to attend the annual conference of the Larger Actions Committe. ., 
the Zionist movement which is shortly to be held at Cologne, but he | 
remained here long enough to have received sufficient support for the now 
project to make it a reality. Outside of his work in New York, Dr. Lew: 
visited Baltimore, Chicago, and Detroit, where his efforts met with 
immediate and generous response. Projected trips to Philadelphia, Boston, 
Pittsburg, and several other cities were cancelled owing to Dr. Lewin's 
desire to leave the country at an early date. But it is understood that the 
work of securing further support for the Institute will now be continued |, 
the American directors of the International Board of Trustees and ot), 
persons who are interested in this important educational institution. 

In Chicago, Dr. Lewin was the guest of Judge J. W. Mack, Mr. Julius 
Rosenwald, and other men of prominence, and he addressed a small confer- 
ence of influential persons at the residence of Mr. Rosenwald, with the result 
that several of those present gave donations and pledged their support to 
the Institute. Mr. Rosenwald himself became one of the American directors 
of the institution, and his own contribution to the fund together with two 
scholarships which he has created amount to $10,000. Among others, Dr. 
Emil G. Hirsh pledged an annual contribution to the fund. 

In Detroit, where Dr. Lewin spent only twenty-four hours, a sum of 
$3,000 was raised at a small conference. A similar sum had previously been 
collected at a small meeting in Baltimore. . 

In New York a new director was chosen in the person of Mr. Samuel 
Strauss. Mr. Strauss is also the Treasurer of a permanent Committee, the 
objects of which are to promote the interests of, and to seek support for the 
Technological Institate.

The late Baron de Giinzburg. 

The CHAIRMAN said that some notice should be taken by the Council, 
considering what the Association was and for what it stood, of the great 
loss Russian-- and, indeed, all Jewry had sustained by the death of Baron 
de Giinzburg. It was not necessary for him to say very much about that 
remarkable man, as enough had already been said in the Jewish Press, but 
still, as a representative of the Council on the Jewish Colonisation Associa- 
tion, he would wish to add his tribute. As regards the Jewish Colonisation 
Association, Baron de Giinzburg was, as the Council would be aware, the Chair- 
man of the Central Committee in St. Petersburg, and he rendered very great 
assistance to their common cause and work. His position in Russia was, as 
they all knew, quite unique. In that land of anti-Semitism and persecution, 
he yet occapied a position in which hé was respected and honoured by all, 
Jew and Christian alike, and he was never tempted by his free and honoured 
position as regards the Government to be false to his race and creed, but, on 
the contrary, rendered to both distinct and valuable services. He, there- 
fore, thought it but right that they should render to his family their sincere 
sympathy in the loss that had befallen them, and, indeed, all Russian Jewry 
and the Jews of the whole world. 

Mr. OSWALD J. SIMON, in seconding the motion, said that during the 
many years he had been connected with the Russo-Jewish Committee Baron de 
Giinzburg had been their right hand in Russia. His loss in that direction 
would be felt very much indeed. 

The motion was unanimously agreed to. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. H. G. LOUSADA, a vote 
of condolence was also passed to the Treasurer (Mr. Isaac Seligman) on the 
loss he had sustained by the death of his brother, Mr. Henry Seligman, of 
Frankfort. 


Report of the Executive Committee. 
The following report of the Executive Committee}was presented :— 
INVITATION TO A ConPereNce.—The Association has received from Berlin an 


invitation from a Committee in that city to a proposed Conference of Jewish Organi- , 


sations, which had either accepted the scheme emanating from that city for the 
formation of a General Jewish Organisation, or had taken up a neutral attitude in 
regard to the scheme and that of the Jewish Colonisation Association. The Executive 
('ommittee, after thorough deliberation of the subject, recommend that as the Council 
only a few months ago accepted the invitation of the lca whose scheme has not been 
abandoned), it is premature to entertain any other scheme. 

Tue Britrisu at Director of the Alliance School] ‘at 
Mossul reports that on his recommendation the British Consul has appointed a young 
Jew, named Sasson Semach, as second Secretary to the Consulate. He is giving the 
fullest satisfaction to his chief. 

ScHOOoLs.—Application is made for the renewal of the grants of £50 to the 
Girls School, .aand £16 to the Boys’ Apprenticing Department at Bagdad. 
In the Girls’ School there are 388 pupils, an increase of 56 on the previous year's 
figures. ‘The girls receive a practical education and are encouraged to take up mannal 
work. ‘The moral instruction they receive has raised them in their own estimation and 
in that of their families. There are two work-rooms, one for cutting-out and the other 
for embroidery (hand and machine). The male apprentices number 25 (12 carpenters, 
+> smiths, 5 typographers, tailors and 1 copper-smith). The Executive Com- 
mittee recommend the renewal of the crants.—The Haifa Boys’ and Girls’ Sehools 
apply for the renewal of the grants of £55 and £20 respectively. “The boys number 
MS, among whom-are 16 Mohammedans and 7 Christians. Evidence of the 
appreciation. in which the school is held is afforded by the fact that no Jewish 
children attend Christian schools. Some of the teachers at the schools in the Jewish 
Colonies were pupils of the Boys School. The Girls’ School has 169 pupils, 
an increase of 50 on the previous years figures, The girls make baby linen, which 
is given to mothers of the poorer classes by the newly-formed Ladies Society in eon 
nection with the School he Executive Committee recommend the renewal of the 
grants.— The Magnesia School applies for the renewal of the grant of £20. The pupils 


number Iso. The Greek scholars have left, as there-is no longer any prospect of 


The Government continues 
its subvention towards the teaching of Turkish The Executive Committee recorm- 
mend renewal of the grant Application is made for the renewal of the grant of 


Liljo (which includes £25 towards English instruction) to the Bovs’, Girls’, and 
Infants Schools at Salonica. The pupils in these schools number 471. 453, and 358 
respectivels Other schools not subventioned by the Association bring up the 
total number of pupils to 2,215 (2,120 last year the total fees amount to no 
less a@ sum than Ool.607 franes, The total expenditure was 95.505 francs,-there was a 
deticit of 8.517 frances. The Rev. Peter Donaldson has sent the following satisfactors 
report of his Eavtish classes: “The work of the two classes has gone on asin past 
vears, each class receiving three lessons a week. The hour of meeting is from 7 to 
S.a.m,. on five days of the week and from 4 to 5 p.m. on Wednesdays. The Senior Class 
has been engaged in the study of Adam Smith's * Wealth of Nations,” some time 
being also devoted to commercial correspondence and to English conversation on 
commercial and economic questions. The members of this class generally succeed in 
finding remunerative employment in good situations, in which their knowledge of 
knglish is useful to them. The Junior Class has been studying the New Royal 
teader, No. [V., together with the elements of English grammar. Special attention is 
given to conversation and pronunciation, in order that pupils may acquire a 
thoroughly practical and useful familiarity with the language. Fair progress 
has been made by both classes, while their conduct and demeanour have been 
uniformly sensible and polite.” The Executive Committee recommend renewal 
of the grant.—The Committee also recommend payment of £25, being six 
months subvention (to December 3lst) towards the salary of Mr. Ernest Dempster, the 
English Master at the Tangier School, who has sent a highly satisfactory report on 
the work in his classes and on the school generally, of which the following is an 
abstract :—*“ The school was re-opened on 18th October, with a much more efficient 
staff than we have had for several years. We have only one raw recruit who proves 
to be of exceptional teaching abilities, and the Tangier community may well congratu- 
late themselves upon obtaining the services of the brilliant Director of the Casablanca 
School, who has voluntarily rejoined the rank and file. The classes in which I was 
teaching up to the 15th January were the “ Cours Supérieur,” or ex-first class, and the 
first, second, third and fourth classes. We began the year with numbers somewhat 
below the average, but from various unfortunate causes there has been an exceptional 
further reduction in all the five divisions. The majority of the deserters were birds 
of passage, who upon the settlement of the dynastic struggle, have returned to enjoy 
Muley Hafid’s paternal rule in the Mellahs of Fez and Mequinez. The opening of a 
French Lycee, which I have predicted in my former reports, is responsible for a few 
other defections, and. finally, several of the poorer lads have left us to make their start 
in commercial life. In the “ Cours Supérieur” Lam giving some notions of commer- 
cial correspondence, préeis writing and indexing, in which the lads show considerable 
aptitude. They are intensely interested in the elementary course of geometry and 
algebra, which has been introduced into their curriculum, and are not a little proud 
that they are studying these subjects in English. The copy-books that Mr. Nathaniel 
Caqhen so kindly sent us are distributed at each handwriting lesson as models from 
which boys copy into blank exercise-books supplied by the school. The transformation 
from thé cramped, irregular writing into a clear, free, flowing hand, in such a short 
space as three months, has astonished the Director and my colleagues, whose former

Board of Guardians. 


ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF VISITING GUARDIANS OF APPRENTICES, 


[Communicated, | 

The Annual Conference was held yesterday week at the offices of t)« 
Board. 

The CHAIRMAN (Mr. Frank Morley), after welcoming the Visitine 
Guardians, offered to them the thanks of the Committee for the good wor 
which they had done during the past year. He regretted that the difficulties 
which they had encountered in former years had not diminished. The chic) 
difficulty was that of finding suitable masters, and this had been more acut 
during the past twelve months, owing to the general depression of trade and 
to the fact that there were so many new apprenticing bodies springing up 
which had not the additional burden of the Sabbath question. Another gre. 
difficulty was the lack of Visiting Guardians, a fact which was particular!, 
tw be regretted, as the success of the apprenticeships depended to a very 
great measure on the efficient work of the Visiting Guardians. He sincerely 
trusted that all those present would do their utmost to assist the Com. 
mittee by trying to find new places or new Visiting Guardians. There 
were few features in the work of the past year to which attention ought to 
be called. The number of cancellations still gave the Committee much con 
cern, but he was pleased to be able to tell them that the attendance at 
Technical Classes showed a marked improvement. There were now over one 
hundred lads who were attending regularly. .The suggestions that had been 
made at the previous conference that Visiting Guardians should be invited 
to attend the rota meetings and should have opportunities afforded them 
of meeting the apprentices outside their work, had been carried out, but had 
not met with success. Very few gentlemen had attended the meetings. Tw: 
concerts were held at the Stepney School, but not more than ten Visiting 
Guardians came. The appeal which was made last year for funds for 
providing lads with tools or instruments for Technical Classes, and for 
assisting lads whose indentures had been cancelled through no fault of their 
own had met with only a small response, and he trusted that during the 
coming vear a much greater sum would be forthcoming. In conclusion, he 
referred to the great need for more voluntary workers, and expressed. thc 
earnest hope that ladies and gentlemen would come forward to supervise thc 
work of the department. 

Mr. MURRAY RosenperG, after asking for information with regard to 
the methods of the other apprenticing and employment bureaux, said thi’ 
more Should.be done to interest the Visiting Guardians in the work, and to 
make the work of the department known to employers. 

Mr. J. SALMON expressed the opinion that the Committee would, in 4!! 
probability, succeed in getting masters if they advertised in the Press, 
method which he noticed was adopted by other similar institutions. 

Mr. CHARLES SEBAG-MONTEFIORE said that the chief difficulty of the 
department was the task of workers and of masters. He suggested that | 
members of the various boys’ and girls’ clubs should be asked to investiga': 
cases where there was no regular guardian, or that pressure-should be » 
upon the large firms who were entering into contracts with Jewish builders 
to induce them to take the Board's lads as apprentices. 

Messrs. P. E. DAvties, L. H. S. GOLDSCHMIDT, A. P. COHEN, I. GOLDSTELS, 
J. GLUCKSTEIN, GOLDBERG and FREEDMAN also spoke. 

The CHAIRMAN, in his reply, stated that most of the other apprenticine 
institutions had copied the Board's methods. Advertising was regular\y 
adopted, and during the year the Committee had tried a new scheme of offer- 
ing special bonuses to those who introduced masters, but this had not me! 
with suecess. They still continued the practice of giving a bonus of tor 
shillings to those who brought the name of a suitable master. The Committec 
were constantly adopting new schemes in the hope of thereby overcomin- 
the many difliculties with which they were faced, but the rea] solution 
= not be found until they had a much larger number of good voluntary 
workers,

sin,—The recent action of the Council of the United Synagogue with 
reference to the salaries of, its ministers and secretaries ought not to be 
allowed to go unnoticed by the general public, who are interested in the 
relations of the Council towards its oflicers. To pass a resolution, as was 
done, refusing all increases of salary to oflicers of synagogues, everyone of 
which showed a surplus on its year’s working, is a new departure 
lraught with the gravest consequences. The total solicited by these five 
synagogues in increases amounted to the sum of £210, of which one syna- 
gorue alone asked for £100, the others being content with small demands. 
would imagine that the synagogues were bankrupt by the attitude 
taken up by the majority of the Council, following the lead of the Honorary 
Olicers, The facet is that there remained a final surplus of £738 upon the 
eight flourishing synagogues of the Union, five of whom had the audacity to 
isk for increases for their officers. The argument of the Treasurers that the 
£210, or even a portion of the sum, could net be granted, and that all 
requests, regardless of their merits, should be rejected, is perfectly absurd, 
and is scarcely calculated to add‘to that feeling of cordiality that ought to 
exist between the Council and its ministers and secretaries. It must also be 
borne in mind that four out of the five synagogues, whose applications were 
thus summarily rejected, have the power of making grants to their ministers 
out of their surplus funds, if they so desire ! 

The whole subject of the position of the salaried officer is thus made 
very serious. At the present time the minister may be refused any increase 
in his income, however strong be his claims, by the unfriendly disposition of 
one or two members of his Board of Management towards him, in which case, 
one single vote can prevent any application going forward at all to the 
rinanee Committee. 

_ This unsatisfactory condition of affairs has now been aggravated by the 
(liscourteous action of the Council in refusing to consider even those few 
increases which have passed the scrutiny of the local Boards. 

There can be only one remedy for this recent change in the attitude of 
the Council towards its ministers. It is not just that men should receive 
Salaries of varying amounts without any reference to their length of service 
or their assiduity in their work, or that they should be refused increases 
Without any intelligent cause being shown. The apportionment of the 
Salaries ought to be arranged as in the Government oflices, where there is a 
fixed seale, and the increments are granted at stated intervals. We should 
then not see one man receiving £500 in the first year of his official life, whilst 
‘nother less fortunate colleague cannot get beyond £250 after twenty years’ 
service, although his responsibilities are far greater and his work for the 
“ommanity recognised to be of unquestioned value. 

_ Until this method of the public service is introduced into the United 
Synagogue, both clergy and laity must continue to suffer under a wretched 
System that causes discontent on all sides, and is radically unjust.

Jewish Historical Society. 


NAPOLEON AND THE JEWS. 


A meeting of the Jewish Historical Society was held on Monday, at the 
Mocatta Library, University College, when Mr. Herbert A. L. Fisher, of 
Oxford, lectured on “ Napoleon and the Jews.” Among those who attended 
the lecture was Professor Dr. F. Liebermann. 

Welcome to Dr. Liebermann. 

The Rev. S. Levy, M.A., President, who was in the Chair, said that before 
calling upon Mr. Fisher to read his paper, it was his privilege and pleasure 
to extend a cordial welcome to Professor Dr. Felix Liebermann. of Berlin. 
Professor Liebermann came to that meeting fresh from his honour at Oxford 
University, which last week had conferred on him the degree of D.C.L. They 
warmly congratulated him upon his latest distinction, which had been 
thoroughly well earned by his valuable contributions to the history of early 
English law. But the gratification they felt at his presence was explained 
by the fact that he was a corresponding member of the Society,and they now 
had an opportunity of thanking him in person for his exceedingly instructive 
and interesting paper, with which he had favoured the Society last session, 
on “ king Alfred and the Mosaic Law.” He had testified to the great interest 
he took in the work of the Society by making a special point of being present 
at that meeting. 

Mr. Fisher’s Work. 

In Mr. Fisher they welcomed another distinguished member of Oxford 
University. He briefly referred to some of Mr. Fisher's works, including 
“The Medizwval Empire,” “Studies in Napoleonic Statesmanship,” and 
“ Napoleonism.” He was a contributor to the “Cambridge Modern History ” 
and the English Historical Review. Mr. Fisher had promised to deliver his 
lecture on “ Napoleon and the Jews” last year, but had been prevented by a 
lecturing engagement in South Africa. 

Mr. FISHER, in the course of his paper, reviewed the general attitude 
towards the Jewish question at the end of the eighteenth century, and 
referred to the widespread belief that the Jews could never form an integral 
part of the Western nation. Such a conclusion was inconsistent with the 
abstract democratic principles which found favour in revolutionary France, 
although in practice—particularly as regards the Jews of Alsace and Lorraine 
—the old prejudices and disabilities still survived. By degress, however, 


the power of logic—backed by the rhetoric of the left wing— 
drove the legislature to accept the consequence of their own 


first principles. On September 27th, 1791, Jews, 
of origin, were freed from all disabilities, and admitted to all the 
privileges of French citizenship. Napoleon was first brought into direct 
contact with the Jews during his Egyptian campaign, when he framed regula- 
tions for the governance of the Cairo community. Napoleon carried out the 
Erastian principle with great comprehensiveness and logical thoroughness. 
Jews, Protestants, Catholics, were made part of the great civil and military 
machine. It was not until 1806 that Napoleon was seriously confronted with 
the Jewish question. On his return from the Austerlitz campaign, he was 
assailed by loud clamours against the Jewish money-lenders, and the 
Emperor discussed the question with. his Council, and during the delibera- 
tions the Emperor delivered a passionate tirade against the Jews, which he 
concluded with the words “1am far from wishing to do anything which will 
tarnish my glory or of which posterity may disapprove. The united voice of 
mv Council could not induce-me to adopt any measure of the kind, but I don't 
intend to sacrifice the prospects of provinces to a principle of metaphysics 
and of egoism.” He subsequently adopted a calmer tone, and surveyed the 
Jewish question with a broader outlook. He framed a measure designed to 
suppress Jewish usury, which was hotly debated in the Council, and eventually 
three commissioners were appointed by the Emperor todraw up questions for 
submission to the Jews relative to the general relationship between Jews and 
non-Jews. In 1806 an assembly of Jews met at Paris, under the presidency of De 
Furtado, to answer the Imperial enquiries. Eventually the members of the 
Assembly declared that the declarations demanded of them were not only 
embarrassing to their conscience but completely useless, inasmuch as they 
had no authority over their coreligionists. They suggested that the only 
authoritative body was the great Sanhedrin which had not been convened 
since the dispersion. The idea of convening such a body appealed to 
Napoleon's imagination, and he forthwith put the idea into effect, issuing a 
statement of the objects he desired to effect in making the Jews useful 
citizens. The Sanhedrin held its opening meeting on February 9th, 1807, and 
adopted by a unanimous voice a declaration in the sense demanded by the 
Emperor. It was dissolved on April 6th, and its draft measures for the 
organisation of the Jewish cult in France were passed on to the Couneil of 
State. By a decree of March 17th the Jewish community of France was 
organised on the consistorial system ; some disabilities were still retained in 
regard to the Jews of Alsace, but they were only to be retained for a period 
of ten years. In conclusion, the lecturer said that Napoleon's achievement 
in regard to the Jews lay in cutting through the Ghetto walls and thus 
ensuring that France should be the first European State which really 
absorbed the Jews. 

Dr. LIEBERMANN, speaking in German, in moving a vote of thanks to the 
lecturer, expressed his thanks for the friendly way the President had referred 
to his presence, and for his recent election as a corresponding member of the 
Society. Any future works he might contribute to the Society he promised 
should be in English, though for speaking purposes he was not so much at- 
home in the language. Turning to the subject of Mr. Fisher's paper, he said 
that what the Jews admired in Napoleon was not the great general but the 
fact that he had made men of the Jewish people. They appreciated Mr. 
Fisher's treatment of the theme on account of his complete impartiality. 
Napoleon failed to understand the real depth of the Jewish character, and did 
not know how to turn to good account the wealth of moral force that lay 
enshrined in the Jewish character. He merely regarded the Jews as so much 
State material. His ignorance of the Jews was to some extent excusable, 
inasmuchas few knew the Jews of that time. But there were certain Jewish 
qualities which statesmen would have done well to utilise. Charity was an 
inherent Jewish virtue, which might have been diverted to State ends. 
Nevertheless, Napoleon had undoubtedly been the first great ruler of modern 
times to make the Jews into full citizens. After the fall of Napoleon several 
German States had reinstituted Jewish disabilities, and it was only natural 
that men like Heine and Borne should have fostered the Napoleon cult. One 
reflection was induced by a consideration of Napoleon's relations with the 
Jews, and that was that Jewish freedom could best be won by the indirect 
means of national progress. 

Mr. E. N. AMER. in seconding the vote of thanks, questioned whether 
Napoleon did not receive more credit for his liberal policy to the Jews than 
he deserved. As in the case of the Code Napoleon, where Pothier did the 
work and Napoleon got the credit, so with regard to the Jews their actual 
freedom before the law came from the Assemblée Générale which met in 1789. 
The idea of a Sanhedsin was not new. Ever since the middle of the 16th 
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Century the Council of the Four Lands MY WN YIN WW) (Great and Little 
Poland, Lithuania and Volhynia) has been periodically elected by the 
different Jewish communities of Poland and was a representative assembly, 
which legislated with regard to Jews’ religious education and worship 
and made ethical and even sumptuary rules in much the same 
way as the Paris Sanhedrin did and KRabbiner Versammlungen 
in Germany had imitated the Polish model. That held in Frankfort in 1603 
has actually been regarded as a treasonable international gathering, an 
account of which had been written by Dr. Horovitz. Mr. Adler ventured to 
cap Professor Liebermann’s personal reminiscences, by telling how his 
grandfather had been imprisoned at Frankfort for his Napoleonic sympathies 
after the great conqueror had passed through Hanover on his way to 
Moscow, and how his uncle, Baer Adler, had attended the Paris Sanhedrin as 
a delegate from Frankfort. He also referred to three Hebrew poems com- 
posed at the time, one in honour of Napoleon's Coronation in 1805, and two 
for his birthday in August, 1806; the latter written by two of 
the members of the Jewish Elective Assembly which preceded 
the Sanhedrin. These were, at the time, translated into French 
by the father of Meyerbeer, a Jewish homme de loi. Napoleon's 
joronation was for a time regarded by the passionately grateful 
Jews as marking the commencement of a new era, and Mr. Adler possessed 
a marriage contract of Metz, which, instead of the ordinary date, described 
the wedding as having taken place in the eighth year of Napoleon. English 
Jews could not forget that Cromwell had been a greater benefactor to them 
than Napoleon. Menasseh ben Israel's plea for them had become known to 
Mirabeau through Mendelssohn’s translation. 

Mr. MAURICE MYERS said that the indirect effects of Napoleon's relations 
with the Jews were perhaps greater than the direct results, and it was these 
which occasioned Jewish gratitude. He mentioned that in the houses of old 
Jewish families of Hamburg, portraits of Napoleon were still to be seen, and 
that in the speech of old-fashioned Jews French phrases were still preserved 
which had been handed down from the occupation of the city by the French 
troops. The Jewish name Schéntheil was another tribute by the race to the 
value of the indirect services rendered by the Emperor to the Jews. 

The vote was accorded by acclamation, and Mr. FISHER briefly replied. 


South-East London Synagogue Religion Classes. 


DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. 

(on Sunday, the annual distribution of prizes to the pupils attending the above 
classes took place. Mr. Leonarp B. FRANKLIN presided and Mrs. Franklin, to whom a 
bouquet was presented, distributed the awards. 

The CHatRMan, in the course of his address, said that the children of the classes 
were the foundation of the synagogue. The synagogue’s prosperity rested upon them, 
and the community looked to them to follow in the footsteps of those who founded 
new synagogues in new districts and new countries, in whose buildings we wor- 
shipped that day, whose money helped to maintain the synagogues to provide religious 
instruction, and to Supply the many necessary charities of the synagogue. The 
classes had been supported financially by the synagogue, and although the connection 
between the two was as warm as ever, it was thought best to keep both separate as 
to their finances. The minister of the one was the headmaster of the other. and the 
children were the best attendants at the synagogue, and also took part in the volun-. 
tary choir. Mr. Franklin looked forward to the time when these children 
would carry on the work, would compete for places on the board of management of 
both synagogue and schools, and would, when they had gained suflicient experience 
in the work, be able to devote their energies and abilities to the work carried on in 
other synagogues. Mr. Franklin appealed to the district for further support of the 
Committee. The teachers did their best ; the Committee did their best. The children 
did extremely well, having gained two prizes offered by the Union of Jewish Religious 
Classes—one of the successful students having written the best essay of all the students 
of the union, All that remained for the Jews in the district was to give the necessary 
funds to make the wheels work smoothly. The Chairman referred to the outside work 
the boys and girls could do, and strongly recommended the claims of the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade. He looked forward to the time when ladies, not content with sitting upon the 
Vestment Committee or the Choir Committee, would have their place on the Local 
Boards. He referred to the great advantage of the association between ex-pupils of 
the classes and the elder pupils of the classes, by which excellent work was enabled 
to be done and which would form the basis for association for mutual improvement 
and charity work. He paid a tribute to the work of the Minister, Teachers, and 
the Committee under the lead of Mr. Albert Jacobs. 

Mr. Strernen 8. Hram, in moving a vote of thank to Mr. and Mrs. Franklin, 
referred to Mr. Franklin's admirable work on behalf of the synagogue and classes. 
Mr. Franklin, he said, had always done his very best to smooth their way, and Mrs. 
}ranklin had always been ready to second her husband's efforts. 

Mr. Isaac Go._pston moved a vote of thanks to the management, which was carried. 

A vote of thanks to the teaching staff concluded the proceedings. 

Mr. FRANKLIN said he would be pleased if he were allowed to give a prize every 
year to be known as the “ Adelaide Memorial Prize,’ in memory of his mother. The 

rize would have to be competed for by means of an essay on the meaning of the 
ewish faith or some topic relating thereto. 

The report states that there are about ninety children on the registers. and the 
average attendance is about eighty. For the greater number of the children the 
classes provide the only religious instruction they receive. The classes meet on Satur- 
day after morning service, for one-and-a-half hours, and on Sunday mornings for 
two hours, In addition, special services for the children are held in the synagogue at 
intervals. The classes belong to the Union of Religion Classes, the Committee of 
which had twice inspected the classes during the year, and their reports are very 
satisfactory. In connection with the Union, an Essay competition was held during 
1908, when prizes were presented for competition among the various classes in London 
belonging tothe Union. The pupils of the South-East London Classes sent in the 
largest number of essays, and obtained two of the prizes—one of the winning essays 
being judged best in the competition. The classes were formerly maintained by the 
synagogue, but in consequence of the expense proving too heavy for the synagogue 

e administration of the classes was reconstructed at the beginning of last year, and 
a separate School Committee was appointed, acting quite apart from the synagogue 
and its Committee. A small payment is made by most of the children, but this is not 
insisted upon when considered inadvisable, and the total obtained from this source is 
very smallindeed. This year the Committee is pleased to report that a subsidy of £7 
has been granted by the Union of Religion Classes towards the salaries of the teachers. 
There is still a very substantial balance which has to be found for payment of 
the teachers’ salaries, cost of materials, and the other necessary expen- 
diture connected with the efficient maintenance of the classes. The 
collection of this amount has been undertaken by Mr. Albert Jacobs, who acted 
as the Chairman of the School Committee, and he has personally guaranteed the 
ayment of the amount required. A very interesting feature of the classes is the 
ial Society, which has been formed among ex-pupils, and the elder pupils. The 
work of this society is much appreciated by the Committee, as it enables the pupils 
to keep in touch with the classes. There is also attached to the classes a fund for the 
Norwood Orphan Home, and every year a substantial sum is sent to this institution 
in addition to which collections are made for the metropolitan hospitals. The classes 
are much indebted to Mrs. George Bendon and her late husband, particularly in con- 
nection with the furnishing of the classrooms, the whole of the funds for which were 
provided by Mrs. Bendon ; also to Mrs. John Jacobs, who has continued the good 
work of her late husband, for many years President of the synagogue and Chairman 
of the classes. 

Prior to the distribution, Mr. Franklin unveiled a portrait of the late Mr. George 
Bendon. He said that the synagogue was brought into being by the association of 
local workers and general communal workers. The general workers were represented 
by the late Mr. George Bendon, who gave his time, his money and his uence to 


bring the synagogue into being. ,

Sirk,—In none of the many biographical notices of Baron Horace je 
Giinzburg has any reference been made to a catastrophe in his career whic), 
for a moment, threatened to ruin his financial fame. 

The influence of Baron Horace in the financial world of Europe was yeory 
great, and he had opportunities of rendering great services to the Russia) 
Government, which the latter fully recognised. In 1890, owing to a finanej,) 
crisis, Baron de Giinzburg became temporarily crippled, and, to tide over 
difficult time, sought the assistance of that Government to whom he jaq 
rendered so many signal services. Such things had happened before, not on|y 
in Germany, but even in Russia. M. Vishnegradsky, the then Minister « 
Finance, was quite willing to help the Baron from the coffers of the Imperjq| 
Bank—with the sanction of the Emperor Alexander III. The result was ¢},.; 
Baron Horace, financially healthy and sound, had to declare that he was 
financially dead. Nothing was left for him but to put up the shutters of his 
bank. St. Petersburg and the entire financial world were shocked—fo,y 4 
moment. The next day it was made known that Giinzburg’s Bank had 
returned sixteen million roubles owing to various depositors, a fact which 
moved even the Judzwophobe Novoye Vremya to praise Baron Horace, wi) 
there and then wentinto liquidation, and offered 70 per cent. to those 
creditors not willing to wait the winding up of the concern. It took 
than three years to wind up the business, with the result that every 
creditor, including even those who formerly contented themselves wit}, 7) 
per cent., received his money in full, with the addition of interest for the 
time. As to Baron Horace himself, he emerged from the catastrophe wi: } 
about fifteen million roubles, and with something else which was even beti«r 
than money—a greater name than heretofore. 

I had the privilege of being personally acquainted with the late Baron 
Horace, ‘and with his eldest son, Baron David, whose shoulders, l am con- 
vinced, are so well-titted for the mantle, just fallen from his father's.

Sir,—In accordance with custom, 1 made up my mind to enjoy my Purim 
not in puritan fashion, butin the grand old Jewish style. The first ste) | 
took towards that end on returning from shool on Saturday night was the 
reading of special Purim articles in the JEWISH CHRONICLE, from which | 
derived genuine pleasure and amusement. But alas! on turning a page or 
two over I came across a letter signed by the Rev. Dr. Strauss under the 
above heading, which I first regarded as a Purim jest, but on the second and 
third readings its seriousness could no longer be mistaken, and all mood for 
enjoyment left me. For how could I rejoice at the survival of Judaism from 
the onslaughts of Haman at a time when our very citadel is threatened 
to tumble down. We are told that Chief Rabbi Dr. Adler, in London, has 
adopted 035 MPM and has, puritan-like, forbidden the attendance at panto- 
mimes on Shabbos, and what is worse, that he based his decision on thie 
Torah and Isaiah and not upon the Shulchan Aruch. Moreover, Dr. Stratiss 
has proved up to the hilt, on the authority of both Jewish and Christian 
translators, that Dr. Adler's interpretation of the word 7ENM is not the correct 
one. Il trust that the community will realise the great service which Dr. 
Strauss has rendered to Judaism by calling timely attention to this matter, 
and that protest meetings will be organised everywhere, for, once you admit 
the principle of “ Wie es sich christelt so jiidelt es sich,” there is no telling 
where it may lead us to. The next thing we may hear may be the introdue- 
tion of the organ into the synagogue, mixed congregations, and eventually, 
even the abolition of Shechita and the dietary laws. Such are the dangers 
of which the Rev. Dr. Strauss has raised an alarm, and I feel sure that it will 
be appreciated accordingly.

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The Laws of the Anglo-Saxons. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE WITH 
PROF. DR. FELIX LIEBERMANN, D.C.L., LL.D. 

Last week the honorary degree of D.C.L. was conferred by Oxford Univer- 
sity on Professor Dr. Felix Liebermann, of Berlin, the great authoritv on the 
early history of English institutions. As will be seen from another column, 
Professor Liebermann attended a meeting of the Jewish Historical Society 
on Monday, and before his return to Germany he granted an interview to a 
representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

The Professor readily complied with our representative's request to 
explain how he came to be interested in Anglo-Saxon history. 

 “Asayoung man,” he said, “1 was placed by my father at a banking-house 
and was subsequently sent, in 1871, to a firm of yarn-shippers in Manchester. 
This was my first acquaintance with English life and institutions, and it should 
be mentioned that there were greater differences then than now between 
English and German habits and customs. English life has become somewhat 
more “continentalised” since that time. From Manchester I made a trip to 
Rome. This was as a sort of reward to me for adopting a commercial career, 
waich was very distasteful to me. While wandering among the ruins of Rome 
I made up my mind to satisfy my ambition to become a historian, and by 
Christmas 1872, | had succeeded in persuading my father to allow me to go to 
Berlin University. From Berlin I proceeded to Géttingen, which . was 
then the best University for beginners in historical studies. The head of 
the historical school there was Waitz, and the second was Reinhold Pauli, who 
is the author of the still recognised standard history of England during the 
Middle Ages. It was he who first introduced me to medizeval English sources. 
Among these sources which | studied was the Dialogus de Scaccario, a 
dialogue treating of the Royal Anglo-Norman Exchequer. This was penned 
inlls7. | made my doctorate dissertation on this subject.” 

To what did you next turn ? ' 

“A very short time after | had obtained my degree, | was sent by the 
Monumenta Germanie to England in order to find out what historical 
sources there might be in this country touching Germany in the Middle Ages. 
Later on, my master Pauli and 1 published jointly two folio volumes of the 
Monumenta Germanie dealing with the material to be found in English 
chronicles and memorials touching Germany between the years 850 and 1500. 
While I was in England examining a great many public, university and private 
libraries, | found that purely English sources had been overlooked, which I 
published under the title “ Ungedruekte Anglo-Normannische Geschichts- 
quellen.” This volume contains Anglo-Norman annals and lives of saints of 
the 11th, 12th and 15th centuries.” 

How did you come to deal with the Anglo-Saxon legal institutions ? 

“When my work for the Monumenta Germania had been completed the 
Savigny Stiftung fiir Rechtsgeschichte gave me the order in 1889 to publish 
the laws of the Anglo-Saxons (‘Gesetze der Angelsachsen’). In order to 
prepare this edition | had to go through about forty different English 
libraries, but Ll also found some material in the Vatican at Rome. I was able 
to produce the full text from about 180 different MSS. The volume containing 
the text and translation appeared in 1903, The philological dictionary was 
published in 1906. At the end of this year the printing will begin of a legal 
giossary, and a commentary explaining every difficult passage will follow 
later.” 

is there much more to be doné in this field ? 

* No, the ground has been almost completely covered. 
new can be found now. Some small gleanings are still possible, especially 
from private libraries. I have tried to find out all the material that can be 
consulted, but, of course, there are MSS. in private hands which one cannot 
know about.” 

Have your studies been more important in regard to law or philology ? 

“They are of equal importance for both. As 1 explained; I have prepared 
both a philological dictionary and a legal glossary.” 

Have you traced any relationship between the Anglo-Saxon and the 
Roman legal codes ? 

“There does not exist any Teuton legal system so free from Roman 
influence as the Anglo-Saxon and the Scandinavian systems were. The 
earliest teacher of Roman law in England was Vacarius, about whom I! 
published a paper in the English Historical Review. His tractate on marriage 
was pointed out by me to Maitland, who published it, and very kindly dedi- 
cated it to me. Than your system of the Hundred court one can find nothing 
more Germanic and more free from Byzantine law.” 

Has your work contributed much to historical fact ? : 

“It has not contributed much in the way of individual facts, but it has 
contributed a great deal to our knowledge of the general civilisation of the 
day. The chief progress has been made in the illustration of Germanic peasant 
life, because by far the majority of the Anglo-Saxons were peasants, and 
town-life was very subordinate. But the earliest beginnings of life in 
London emerge very clearly from the MSS. 1 have collated. In the reign of 
King Ethelstan old London was a mere country town, while only fifty years 
later, in the reign of Ethelred IL., there are already the traces of international 
commerce,” 

is the effect of Britain's insularity shown in the records of those days ? 

“Very markedly. The insularity of the early English was almost com- 
plete and was only broken by the coming of St. Augustine and then again by 
the invasion of the Danes. The insularity of the inhabitants proved a great 
drawback in King Alfred's reign, as he was obliged to hire Frisian and other 
foreign help for his navy. There was no Anglo-Saxon navy at all, the people 
having entirely forgotten the art of seafaring, and they had to learn it anew 
from the Frisians and the Danes. One can also say that England's commerce 
and nautical progress has come from the Danish invasion. The earliest 
traces of commercial life date only from King Edgar's reign, 960.” 

In your lecture to the Jewish Historical Society, you showed that the 
Anglo-Saxon laws derived some inspiration from the Bible. Is there any 
other connection between the Jews and the Anglo-Saxons ? 

“There were no Jews in England till after the Norman Conquest. 
But there were striking resemblances between the two peoples. 


Hardly anything 


They 
were both virile, serious and religious. Anglo-Saxon poetry was 
deeply infused by the Old Testament. There are several Anglo- 
Saxon heroic poems dealing with Judith, Genesis and Exodus. Both 


the latter poems were formerly ascribed to Creedmon, but we now know they 
date some centuries later. Both peoples also had a strong feeling for the 
grandeur of nature. There is very much similarity between Hebrew and 
Anglo-Saxon poetry in this respect, though the difference, of course, is that 
the Anglo-Saxon poetry describes the grandeur of the sea and sea-coast, 
while the Hebrews were chiefly an inland people. It should also be men- 
tioned that both Anglo-Saxon and Hebrew poetry are free from all trace of 
lascivity in contradistinetion, for instance, to French poetry.” 

Have your studies revealed any historical laws governing the develop- 
ment of nations ? 


“I do net believe in historical laws. Historical science cannot, as

Jewish Engineer’s Triumph. 
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A NEW SYSTEM OF ELECTRIC 


In our last week's issue we mentioned the name of Mordecai 
Suchostawer, the Hebrew teacher of the late Baron Horace de Giinzbury. 
A grandson of this scholar, Mr. David Suchos- 
tawer, of Vienna, who is now residing in 
England, bids fair to attain a consideralhle 
reputation as an inventor. 

Mr. Suchostawer was born in Russia ot 
Austrian parentage. He was educated at 
Charkow, and obtained an expert knowledge of 
practical electricity. He obtained an appoint- 
ment as instructor at a technical institute in 
Baku, but as baptism was made a condition on 
his retention of the post, Mr. Suchostawer was 
compelled to leave. He served in the Austrian 
Army, and afterwards married, and set up for 
himself as an electricalengineer. He perfeeted 
several important inventions, but the munic.- 
palisation of electrical enterprise in Austria 
greatly restricted his scope, and he proceeded 
to this country, where he has interested a 
number of gentlemen in the financial and 
technical worldcs, and is on the eve of seeing lis 
inventions given an extensive practical app!i- 
cation. 

Mr. Suchostawer claims to have solved the problem of wrial flight, and 
is only waiting the completion of a new machine for the production of 
electric power (an epoch-making device which will be ready within a tew 
weeks’ time) to prove the validity of his claims. He regards the experiments 
of Count Zeppelin and the Wright brothers as mere child's play. 

Another important invention is an electric arc-lamp, specially adapted 
for use on sea. It dispenses with all the old clumsy mechanical devices, avd 
can be charged to burn for twelve months at a time, It ean show different 
colours at various intervals and can concentrate all the light on one point. 
It is self-feeding, inasmuch as it utilises the gases given off by the consum)- 
tion of the carbon for the production of fresh electric power. | 

But Mr. Sachostawer’s chief claims to fame will rest on his invention o! 
a new system of surface electric traction, which has received the enthusiast '« 
commendation of Mr. Henry M. Sayers, the leading authority on electric 
traction in this country. It does away with all the objectionable features 0! 
the stud system, and its superiority over existing systems lies in the tact 
that it is far less costly to lay down. The cost of the conduit system \0 
London is £21,000 a mile, whereas this system could be installed at a cost \! 
£8,000 a mile. The conduit and previous stud systems take their power [roi 
several feet below the surface, whereas the Suchostawer system is laid ©!)

Prayer-Book Revision. 
Let there be no alarm. The Prayer-Book concerning the revision of which 
afew words will be said here is not the liturgy of the synagogue but the Book 


of Common Prayer authorised for use in the Chureh of England. Yet it is 
undeniable that we are deeply interested in the question which has given rise 
to the publication here reviewed. Christian liturgical formule are in many 
ways curiously like Jewish. It will perhaps have been noticed that the 
Bishop who, the other day, unfrocked one of his clergy, spoke “in presence 
of God and in presence of this congregation "—a formula very similar to that 


with which the Jewish service of the Eve of Atonement begins. But our 
interest in the revision of the Book of Common Prayer goes deeper 


than such verbal matters. For the same essential problems face Synagogue 
and Church, and these central questions are two: (a) How to adapt exist- 
ing formule to present-day sentiments, and (b) how to hold the balance even 
between ornate ceremonial on the one side and a preference for simplicity in 
worship on the other. There has been, as many must know, a revival of 
ritual in the High Church party, and this party is undoubtedly in the 
majority. In Judaism,.the return of many “ Reformed” Congregations to 
previously abandoned ceremonial, especially in America, is partly, at least, 
only another illustration of Jewish imitativeness. But while Jews are free 
to change at will, in the case of the Church of England the “ Ornaments 
Rubric ’ of the Prayer-Book has stood in the way of meeting the views of this 
majority. Without change in Acts of Parliament, alteration is illegal, 

And here the remark may be interpolated that the Synagogue has been 
happily free from such external fetters to its liberties. There is no code of 
laws in Judaism which is comparable to the tyranny of Acts of Parliament. 
It is sometimes imagined that the “Shulehan Aruch” is a code of this kind. 
Nothing could be farther from the truth. All Jews who are competent to 
form an opinion recognise in Joseph Caro’s Code a very able presentation of 
traditional law and established custom. But the really authoritative Rabbi 
has always treated the Code as a court of first instance, never as a court of 
final appeal. Be that as it may, whenever there has been a strong, persistent 
feeling in the Synagogue for change, that change has come about, not in the 
sense in which extremists have desired it, but as the moderates have com- 
promised it. The nearest approach we have had. in modern times to an 
Established Synagogue has been the United Synagogue, but no one can 
reasonably contend that its method has been traditionally Jewish or its 
incursions into ritual advantageous to the community. And withal there 
have been made within the Union changes in_ritual which far transcend any- 
thing that is now proposed in the Church of England. 

The question of vestments is not the only one considered in the Report 
of the Committee appointed to consider “modification of existing law 
relating to the conduct of divine service.” Nor is it the most inrportant. 
Undoubtedly the latter epithet belongs to the “Quicunque Vult,” as the 
Athanasian Creed is termed from its catch words. This Creed contains many 


dogmas—from abstruse metaphysical definitions to very materialistic 
statements. But this might have passed muster. What staggers the 


common man’s conscience is the insistence in the Creed of the everlasting 
fire that awaits hereafter those who have done evil during their earthly life. 
And to make it worse, we have the summary declaration that not only evil- 
conduct will lead straight to everlasting damnation, but a denial of the 
doctrine of the Creed will have the same unpleasant effect, for “ except aman 
believe this faithfully, he cannot be saved.” Now we Jews must not be too 
ready to denounce this doctrine as inhuman. For the Mishna 
Sanhedrin x., 1) lays it down that “He who says there is no Resurrection 
|taught in the Seriptures) has no part in the world to come.” Here belief is 
necessary for salvation. It is in a sense a case of “ poetical justice.” You 
say there is no after life? Well, then, you shall not share it! But, of course, 
this saying of the Mishna did not produce any such disastrous effects as 
have resulted from the Athanasian Creed. For this Mishnaic theory was 
never generally received, and Judaism absolutely refused to adopt the view 
that unbelief leads to perdition; in fact the synagogue (though there are 
stray references in Jewish books to everlasting punishment) could not endure 
the notion that even a single soul created by the loving God can be doomed 
to irremediable torment. As the Rabbi said, a man may win eternity in an 
hour ; but, as we may add, he cannot lose it in a life-time. 

Many, very many, Christians feel this as strongly as Jews do. What 
then ought to be done with the Athanasian Creed? It is ordained by Act of 
Parliament to be sung or said on certain stated occasions. The Committee 
hesitates to suggest the thorough elimination of the Creed. It proposes to 
meet the difficulty by a change of a single word in the rubric. Whereas the 
rubric now runs that the Athanasian Creed “ shall be sung or said,” the 
rubric is in future to run, “ may be sung or said”; that is to say, the recital 
is permissive instead of obligatory. Whether this meets the difliculty it is 
for Christians to decide. We fear that there will be much controversy on 
the subject, for there are two minority reports on the point. One is signed 
by five members, and deprecates any change whatever; the other is signed 
by four, and insists that the Creed should not be recited at all, at least in its 
present form. 

Other important proposals concern the Marriage and Burial Services 
and the Ministration of Baptism. One regrets that no suggestion is made 
for the suppression of the offensive, if humorous, collocation of “Jews, 
Turks, Infidels and Hereticks.” With regard to the Order for the 
Visitation of the Sick, the revisers have inserted Psalm xxiii. (* The 
Lord is my Shepherd”), with which the Jewish Order’ begins 
(Singer Prayer Book, p. 314). A number of other Psalms are also 
introduced for selection. And this leads to the most remarkable 
point in the whole Report (which, by the way, has been published 
by the University Presses under the title, “ Royal Letter of Business,” and 
may be obtained at any bookseller for one shilling. Students of the Jewish 
Liturgy will find the Report worthy of the closest study). The Committee 
makes a suggestion that the lectionary of Old Testament passages read in 
chrcch might be profitably amended. But it makes no such suggestion as to 
the Book of Psalms. All that it says on the subject is:—* While the Prayer 
Book version of the Psalms cannot wisely be revised as a whole, it is advis- 
able that some few passages should be re-translated.” This Prayer-book 
version, of course, is not identical with that in the English Bible; it is less 
accurate, but much more quaint and melodious. But the wonder is that the 
Committee does not propose any change in the present system by which the 
whole of the Psalms are read straight through in the Churches, the whole 
being completed once a month. And this though there has been much fierce 
attack on some of the Psalms of late. It may be admitted quite frankly that 
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some of the Psalms are not so suitable as the rest for public worship. Many 
Jews read all the Psalms, but they do it privately more or less. In the Singer 
Praver-Book about one-half of the Psalms are included. And in this half, 
happily enough, none of the so-called imprecatory Psalms appear. onde 
the subject of the retention of the Old Testament in Christian worship let 
the following suflice for the present. : 

Much is being said just now of the remarkable prayer concerning the 
relations of tenant and landlord, which, by some strange chance, has fallen 
out of use in the Established Church. But one interesting point has been 
everlooked. Those of our readers who have not seen the full text of the 
prayer may care to have it. It is therefore reproduced below. | 

The earth is Thine, O Lord, and all that is contained therein, notwithstandin® 
Thou hast given the possession thereof unto the children of men, to pass over the time 
of their short pilgrimage in this vale of misery. We heartily pray Thee to send Thy 
Holy Spirit into the hearts of them that possess the grounds, pastures, and dwelling- 
places of the earth, that they, remembering themselves to be Thy tenants, may not 
tack and stretch out the rents of their houses and lands, nor yet take unreasonable 
fines and incomes after the manner of covetous worldlings, but so let them out to 
other that the inhabitants thereof may both be able to pay the rents and also honestly 
to live. to nourish their families, and to relieve the poor; give them grace also to con 
sider that thev are but strangers and pilgrims in this world, having here no dwelling- 
lace. but seeking one to come, that they, remembering the short continuance of their 
ife. may be content with that that is sufficient, and not join house to house, nor couple 
land to land, to the impoverishment of other; but so behave themselves in letting out 
their tenements, lands, and pastures that after this life they may be received into ever 
lasting dwelling-places. 

The prayer was composed by Cranmer, but it might well have been 
written for the synagogue. If the things said about some owners of slum 
property be true, some such prayer might with advantage be added 
to our own liturgy. But to keep to our present point. There is 
not one single phrase in it that dees not come from the Hebrew 
Bible, and the whole character of the supplication is inspired by 
the prophets of Israel. It is in their pages rather than in any 
other sacred book that men can find texts urging to social reformation. 
When, then, we hear—as we have oft heard of late—the Old Testament 
decried as a moral guide for the modern world, we cannot but wonder where 
else the modern world is to nourish its social ideals. In the report which 
we are considering, a proposal is made to introduce a new benediction after 
the collection of alms. How does it run? “Blessed be Thou, O Lord God, 
for ever and ever. All that is in the heaven and in the earth is Thine; and 
of Thine own do we give unto Thee.” Fine Old Testament phrases, all of 
them! And just as it is to the Hebrew Scriptures that we must turn to find 
the duty to the poor part of the great law of righteousness, so it is only in 
the Hebrew prophets that the amelioration of society on the basis of 
righteousness is not an idle dream, but a solemn and sober reality. The 
world will retire from the struggle against wrong and poverty on the day 
that it relegates the Hebrew Bible from the life of men to the booksbelves of

Dr. D. Passmanik, writing on “ The National Psychology” (of the Jews) in 
the February Hashiloach, presents the familiar facts of Jewish history 
from a striking point of view. “ All or nothing,” he says, “ is the keynote of 
the Jewish character.” The Jews refused to remain in Palestine when they 
could no longer hope fully to realise their ideals there; they preferred exile 
with all its misery. its constant struggle for mere existence. Andin exile, 
while they adapted themselves in every conceivable way to the material con- 
ditions of their surroundings, they would not submit to any compromise or 
adaptation where their ideals were concerned. Hence the double character 
of the Jewish people of to-day—half worm and half eagle, half slave and half 
king; and none can tell which half will conquer. The article still awaits 
completion. For the rest, the number consists mainly of continuations of 
articles which have already been noticed. The second instalment of the 
story by “* Mendele”’ is, if anything, weirder than the first. In the way of 
poetry, we have a short effort by Byalik, in his unsatisfactory up-to-date 
style, and a clever piece of nature-painting by D. Simonowitz. “ Rabbi 
Karob” (to whom, by the way, an apology is due for the ignorance which 
failed, in a previous notice, to detect the pseudonym of a well-known 
feuilletonist), has witty and true things to say about the proper limits of 
Hebrew literature, the Ica, and other matters. :

Under the title “ Idees Modernes,” there has just been published in Paris 
a monthly review the contributors to which are scholars of the first rank, 
under the direction of M. A. Le Chatelier, Professor at the College of France. 
Under the signature of “J. Dreamer.” there is a sketch of the literary career 

, of Mr. Ll. Zangwill, and this is probably the first time that the novelist of the 
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Ghetto is the object of a study in a French review. A special article is 
regularly to be devoted to Jewish matters. The editing is entrusted to \ 
Nahum Slousch, doctor of the University of Paris. His first article contains 
an exposé of the Ito programme (with a portrait of Mr. Zangwill) accordine 
to the statements of the promoter of the movement and a sketch of the 
religious and social life of the Jews in Jerusalem. For the French reader 
who is so little acquainted with Jewish affairs, articles of this character \ iN] 
certainly constitute a real revelation. 

The latest issue of the Revue du Monde Mu-ulman (Paris) includes a yery 
interesting article by M. Slousch on the troglodite Jews in the region «| 
Djebel Gharian (Tripoli), where they form two subterranean villages with 
total population of about 1,000 individuals. Another contribution by ¢},, 
same writer deals with the Moghrabim Jews in Jerusalem. ‘ 

“Lysbeth” (a Tale of the Datch), by Rider Haggard, although ),o: 
possessing specifically Jewish interest, should be read by all who wish +, 
have a clear idea of what the Jews of Spain suffered at the hands of +) 
Inquisition.

spirit of sympathy with Jews, and describes the courtship and marriage of 4 
Jew and a Christian girl. 

“The Bawenda of the Spelonken” is the title of a book translated from 
the German of R. Wessman by Leo Weinthal. It deals with the pyschology 
and folk-lore of a tribe of natives in the Northern Transvaal, and it is «{ 
great interest to all students of folk-lore. The book is published by the 
African World. 7 

“The Leveller,” by Alexander MacArthur (Stanley Paul and Co.), is 
new musical romance which is of absorbing interest. It deals with the love 
of a beautiful Jewess (a favourite pupil of Rubenstein) for a prominen: 
Christian member of the high St. Petersburg society. Rubenstein is « 
prominent figure in the book, which contains well-written descriptions o| 
Russian manners and customs. Rubenstein is depicted with an intimacy 
that appears to betoken personal knowledge. 

Mr. John Galsworthy’s new novel, “ Fraternity” (Heinemann), is not a 
novel written solely to pass away a pleasant hour. It is effectively—perhaps 
too effectively-—-written and almost terrible in its deep earnestness. The 
main idea of the book is that everyone possesses a shadow who is living 
parallel existence elsewhere. In this case the rich man Hilary and his wife 
Bianca, have their counterparts in the slums, in the scavenger and his wife. 
The whole tone of the novel is of a grey pessimism.

The Jewish Domestic Training Home. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirn,—The work done by the Jewish Domestic Training Home since its 
removal to larger premises at 32, Highbury Grove, N., has more than justified 
the increased expenditure. Domestic service has become more popular 
among our poorer classes, and many girls who would have drifted into 
sweated industries have learned to appreciate the advantages of service wit 
its improved housing, feeding and moral surroundings, to the great benefit of 
the girls themselves and the indirect elevation of the whole family to which 
they belong. These efforts of the Committee would be materially assisted if 
ladies having large establishments would take their kitchenmaids, under- 
housemaids and under-nurses from the Home, and thus give the girls an 
opportunity, which cannot be well afforded them in the Home, of becoming 
accomplished servants. With regard to under-nurses, this experience might 
well fit them, in later years, to take up sick-nursing and other more 
remunerative work. I feel it is only necessary for these facts to become 
widely known to your readers for the desired object to be attained. Visitors 
will be most cordially welcomed to inspect the Home any Thursday.

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BEARING ON BOXISG.—A “ Regular Reader” of the Jewisn CHRONICLE, 
who has no decided opinion for or against boxing as a sport, but who has 
heard people condemn the practice as brutal, sends the report of a debate of 
the Eton Society, where a resolution asking that modern glove fighting be 
abolished was carried by sixteen votes to eight. The correspondent invites 
«» decided comment,” “ as what you say will influence my own view.” Well, if 
the matter had not been put in this way the pronouncement of the sixteen 
Eton youths would have remained unnoticed here. The declaration of any 
body of persons is, of course, not to be measured by their number but by 
the weight of authority; and the question to be asked is what these 
youngsters know about the subject. Probably it was put up for discussion 
as other questions are, and it is more than likely that portentous judgments 
on various parts of the British constitution and on world polities have been 
registered in the same quarter. For some reason, a daily paper has thought 
fit to give this particular debate the aid of publicity. It was scarcely worth, 
for the vote was of no value either way. If a strong group of leading 
physicians or surgeons or other experts of the kind came to a similar conclu- 
sion on the ground of health, then there would be matter for consideration. 

COMMON-SENSE COMPARISONS.—True, there are folks who regard 
boxing with the gloves commonly used as a brutal practice, but it will be 
found in most cases that they are persons who have seen little or nothing of 
the sport and have never witnessed a regular contest. The subject has 
been referred to in this column previously, and a few words will suffice on 
this oceasion. The judgment is deliberately set down that boxing is less 
amenable to the charge of debasing the finer feelings than that of public 
schoolboys chasing hares ata particularly cruel season of the year, or even 
of fox-hunting where, though the objective may be classed as vermin, he is 
torn to pieces by the hounds. The correspondent who invites a decided 
expression of opinion can estimate the matter from the commonsense stand- 
point. Two athletes pit skill and stamina against each other. Seldom is one 
of them hurt seriously, much less frequently than fatalities occur at Associa- 
tion football. Judged from this Gomparative standard, which seems the only 
reasonable one, the casualties caused’ by motoring total a perfect holocaust. 
Yet, whatever the personal defects of some motorists, who would say that 
that sport is brutalising? If the writer of the letter be still in doubt, he 
should visit a well-conducted boxing establishment and judge for himself. He 
will find an audience quite as intelligent as crowd many a music hall, 
whilst the entertainment will certainly compare favourably, in elevating 
tastes, with most of the items bawled forth from such stages. 

WHAT’S IN A GAME ?—Letters from several other correspondents 
have, owing to pressure of current matters, been held over for two or three 


weeks. One, who evidently delights in putting a puzzling question, enquires 


why some games have a passing fame and are then forgotten, whilst others, 
like the brook, go on for ever, and are played more or less through life. He 
instances such games as chess and draughts, billiards, various table gantes 
of chance and skill, whereas modern inventions like ping-pong and pop-in-taw 
have already passed to the limbo of practically forgotten things or are on 
the way there. They “come like shadows, so depart.” The answer in 
general terms is that what may be termed staple games remain, whilst mere 
imitations of them evaporate when they have served a transitory fancy. 
The leading games and sports of to-day are lineal descendants of those that 
were indulged in in Biblical times, even before the Jews became a nation. 
Many a game to-day is merely a variation of the pastimes of the ancient 
Egyptians. Chess and draughts, though somewhat different in form, were 
practised by Pharaoh’s people prior to the Exodus. 

ODDS AND EVENS.—So commonplace an amusement as the school-boy's 
play of odds and evens was in common use by the Egyptians of. the period 
stated. It is set out in the Book of Samuel that the Jews’ were skilful in 
shooting at the target with arrows, and the marksmanship of David when he 
faced Goliath was the result of practice of one of the sports of that time. 
References to weight-lifting may also be found in the Bible, so there is 
really nothing new under the sun. Jews were always greatly influenced by 
their environment, which caused them to take up the games of the people 
among whom they dwelt. In their own land, everything that made for a 
healthy body and better fitted young people to take their place as fighting 
men was warmly encouraged. Games of a degenerate character were not, 
but others, whether they tended to strengthen the muscle or to stimu- 
late the brain, were welcomed by the ruling powers. Last Chanucah a 
Note in this column dealt with card-playing, which did not come into vogue 
in Europe until the Middle Ages. The Rabbinical authorities invariably 
condemned it, only allowing play on special occasions, one of which was the 
eve of Purim. 

A STAFF-SERGEANTS’ DANCE.—Another correspondent sends a 
pleasant account of adance at which he was present, given by Staff-Ser- 
geants of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, where, he says, ** One could not fail to be 
impressed by the courtly manner of the hosts. The general ‘tone’ 
of the assembly was excellent. It was better than some _ similar 
gatherings of a higher social order which I[ have attended, where 
there has been horse-play or other boorishness of a kind to disturb, 
if not to frighten, well-bred ladies. Nothing of the sort was to be 
seen at this Jewish Lads’ Brigade fixture. It was not as though the young 
men were out on their best behaviour. I understand that they organised 
and arranged the affair quite by themselves. One of the points | wish to put 
before you is that these young men must exercise a refining influence upon 
others of their station of life with whom they come into contact. Personally 
I spent an extremely pleasant evening, not the least of it being due to the 
fact that I found myself in the company of thorough gentlemen. I felt very 
proud of them, and only regretted that some non-Jewish friends of mine, two 
of whom are army officers, were not with me to see how my youthful 
co-religionists of the working-class bear themselves when freed from all 
‘control except—strongest of all—self-respect and esprit de corps.”

ZIONISM. 


A TURKISH DEPUTY ON ZIONISM 
AND THE FUTURE OF PALESTINE. 


Dr. Riza Tewfik, a member of the Chamber of Deputies and one of the 
foremost leaders of the Young Turk Party, delivered a lecture on the Jewish 
question recently in Constantinople, under the auspices of the Society of 
Young Jews. At the close of the lecture, Dr. Riza Tewfik invited questions, 
and in reply to the inquiry: Whether a good Ottoman could be a Zionist, 
he replied; “Certainly, | myself am a Zionist. Zionism is fundamentally 
nothing more than the expression of the solidarity which characterises the 
Jewish people. What is the aim of Zionism? A humanitarian one: to finda 
more friendly fatherland for unfortunate coreligionists where they can live 
as free men in the enjoyment of their rights. The methods of Zionism 
are exclusively peaceful. Palestine is your land more than it is 
ours; we only became rulers of the country many centuries later 
than you. A service would be rendered to our common fatherland by 
undertaking the colonisation of that uncultivated land, Palestine. Your nation 
has incomparable qualifications for trade; your fellow-Jews are sober and 
industrious. They would restore this desolate land. They would devote all 
their energies to the service of our dear fatherland, and I assure you that my 
co-operation will never fail you in order to attain this aim.” 


THE JEWISH COLONIAL TRUST.

REPORT OF THE ACTIONS COMMITTEE. 


The Inner Actions Committee has issued a report to the members of the 
Greater Actions Committee in anticipation of the meeting to be held next 
Monday. The report states that the political situation does not lend itself 
to treatment in a printed report and that a verbal statement will be made at 
the meeting. The Palestine Bureau has directed its attention to attempting 
to compose the differences among the Palestinian Jews with a view to 
bringing about more effective representation in the new Parliament. The 
report states that “the elections have shown that the Jews, so long as they 
do not become Ottoman subjects in large numbers, are condemned to political 
impotence in Palestine.” The greater part of the work of the Bureau has 
been of an administrative and informatory character, and it has furthered 
the interests of the various institutions established in the Holy Land under 
the auspices of the movement. The financial institutions have done well 
during the year; the Trust is able to declare the same dividend as last 
year, and the Anglo-Palestine Company an increased dividend. The report 
states that the Greater Actions Committee will be called upon to deal with 
the crises which are. at present prevailing in the American and English 
federations. It recalls the fact that in America the Jahreskonferenz 
sanctioned the formation of a new federation called the “ Knights of Zion,” 
and that a protest had been lodged by the Federation of American Zionists. 
The report states that the financial position of the Actions Committee has 
not improved; a number of organisations have not settled their Shekel 
accounts for last year. The total amount of the Shekels collected in 1908 
was 65.000 marks, of which the Committee has received about 50,000 marks. 
This result the Actions Committee considers unsatisfactory. The remainder 
of the report deals with various routine matters. 


“ZION,” ASSOCIATION OF EAST LONDON ZIONISTS.—A concert, in 
celebration of Purim, was held at Baumont Hall, Mile End, on Saturday night. 
There was a large gathering. Sir Francis Montefiere, who was to have presided, was 
unable to attend on account of his mother’s indisposition. In the course of the 
evening the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom made an appeal for supportin aid of the Zionist 
Movement. The pupils of the B’noth Zion Hebrew Classes and. of the Stepney I’brith 
Bibrith Talmud Torah performed two sketches in Hebrew and others who assisted 
were the Misses FF’.

England and Turkey. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,—We hardly think an apology necessary, having regard to the 
importance of the subject which bears upon the direction of the forcivy 
policy of this Empire, for laying before your readers the views of 'w. 
travellers in Turkey since the opening of the Ottoman Parliament jy 
Constantinople. 

Lord Newton has publicly stated that the person we have to thank for 
the critical situation in the Near East is Baron von Aehrenthal, the Austro- 
Hangarian Foreign Minister. We would add that it is not His Excellency 's 
fault that the whole of the Balkan Peninsula has not been plunged into 4 
deadly war, through the gross outrage perpetrated by the annexation of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina against the wishes of the inhabitants of those 
provinces. 

Our object is, however, to appeal to our countrymen to give their whole- 
hearted support to the gallant, vigilant and single-minded band of Turkish 
reformers, whose guests we had the pleasure of being in Salonica and (\\\)- 
stantinople, and to whose patriotism we gratefully bear our humile 
testimony. - A more unselfish group of men we have never met; and what is 
it they desire? Simply to reconstruct the whole of the administration of 
the Ottoman Empire, and to effect an alliance with Great Britain. “We 
distrust any Conference of the Powers, They only agree to rob and cheat 
us. You have helped Japan; why not help Tarkey?” was the exclamation 
made to us over and over again whilst we were sipping coffee and smoking 
narghiles with some of the smartest officers in the Sultan's Army. The Turks 
believe that the British nation is absolutely their sincere and disinterested 
friend, willing to help them to make their Parliament a reality, to support 
them in effecting administrative reforms, to purify their Courts of Justice, and 
to leave no stone unturned to preserve the territorial integrity and 
political independence of the Ottoman Empire. We ought to reciprocate 
this feeling. 

We must remember that the Turks are brave and virile, patient and 
enduring, simple in their lives, industrious, peaceful, virtuous, loving their 
children, abstemious, loyal to their country, to their Sovereign, but above all, 
loyal to their Faith. It is not our faith; but we must bear in mind that the 
same flag that we salute floats over 300 millions of the Mohammedan subjects 
of the British Crown. 

It is most unfortunate that some British journals have shown hostility to 
the Committee of Union and Progress who are fighting against tremendous 
odds in the interests of freedom and good government. They feel this hostile 


eriticism very keenly. 


The remarkable wisdom which has characterised the new Government's 
administration of foreign affairs, when a false step would have plunged 
Turkey into war, is mainly due to the control of the Committee, and it can 
hardly be doubted that the display of statesmanlike qualities on the part of 
the new Turkish Government, which has won the admiration of Europe, is thie 


work of the Ministry and Committee collectively, which co-operation, there 


is every reason to believe, will be continued under the new Grand Vizier, 
who has been admittedly chosen by the Reformers. The Committee 
of Union and Progress cannot be dissolved. They have engineered 
the creation of a Parliament and carried out a great revolu- 
tion without bloodshed, disorder, or sign of discontent, and, being the 
guardians of the Constitution, still in its infancy, must claim a large share 
in the subsequent wise conduct of the Ministry placed in power by them- 
selves. The new Grand Vizier, Hilmi Pasha, who has made an excellent 
impressidn, is a Civil Servant of high character, and not a party leader. Ile 
is supported by the men who placed him in power, and it is, we are persuaded, 
the duty as well as the interest of our country to cultivate the most cordial!

Sweated Industries Bill. 


A Bill has just been introduced into Parliament by Mr. Hills “to improve 
the conditions of employment, including the establishment of a Legal 
Minimam Wage, of persons employed in certain industries.” 

The Bill, which is supported by Sir Charles Dilke, Mr. Goulding and Mr 
Arthur Henderson, is stated to have as its object to provide for the estab 
lishment of wages boards with power to fix the minimum rate of wages to be 


paid to workers in particular trades. In a memorandum it is stated 
that the Bill will apply in the first instance only to the trades 
specified in the schedule (tailoring, dressmaking, and the making, 
altering, trimming, finishing and repairing of shirts). Power is 
given to the Home Secretary, continues the memorandum, to say 


to what other trades the Bill is to be extended, and no doubt at first the 
extension will be made only to what are known as the “ sweated industries,” 
that is, industries in which outworkers are largely employed, and in which 
the rate of remuneration is low. A wages board will have power to fix a 
minimum rate for any single kind of work, and will have the widest 
discretion as to fixing time-rates for piece-work rates, and as to varying the 
minimum according to the locality, the kind of work and the persons employed. 
The Bill provides that a wages board shall be composed of representatives 
of employers and representatives of employed in equal numbers with a 
chairman chosen by the members or nominated by the Home Secretary. 
Further, it is proposed to entrust the enforcement of payment of the minimum 
rate to factory inspectors. 

The Bill provides that 

Application for the establishment of a wages board for any trade in any district 
may be made to the Secretary of State by any trade union or trades council which 
represents persons employed in the trade in the district, or by any six persons who are 
either employers of labour or employed in the trade in the district. 

(on application being made as provided in this section, the Secretary of State shall 
cause an inquiry to be held into the desirability of appointing a. wages board in 
accordance with the application and the provisions of sections forty-five and forty-six 
of the Coal Mines Regulation Act, 1887, shall apply to the inquiry with the necessary 
modifications. 

The term of office of a wages board is to be five years ; or such shorter 
time, not being less than two years, as the Secretary of State may in any 
case at any time determine. 

The minimum rate of wages fixed by a wages board may be calculated either by 
time or by piece work, or so as to give an employer the option of paying either by ume 
or by piece-work, except that in case of work given out from a factory or workshop or 
other place to be done elsewhere it shall be calculated by piece-work only. 

The minimum rate of wages may be fixed for any kind or kinds of work in a trade, 
and may be different for different kinds of work, and for different parts of the district, 
as the board think fit. 

The minimum rate of wages may be fixed for any class or classes of persons 
employed in a trade, and may be different for different classes of persons employed, as 
the board think fit. 

In addition, it is provided that any determination of a wages board under 
the Bill, may be made by a majority of the members present. Any person 
guilty of an offence against the Act is to be liable on summary conviction in 
case of a first conviction to a fine of not less than one pound or more than 
five pounds for each offence, and in case of a second or subsequent conviction 
within two years from the last conviction to a fine of not less than two 
pounds and not more than twenty pounds for each offence. When a person 
has been paid wages ata rate less than the minimum rate fixed under this 
Act, and applying to him, he is to be entitled to recover the deficiency.

One hears but little of the doings of the Committee of Workers Amon, 
the Jewish Poor, concerning whose activity at the Beth Hamedrash some 
little space is devoted in the recently-issued report of the United Synagocue. 
The report bears out the opinions shared by certain of the ministers who 
serve on the rota of the Committee, that the Advice Bureau is nothing more 
nor less than a half-way house—-a feeder—to the Jewish Board of Guardians. 
This writer, who has had an intimate acquaintance with its work, is fully cxon- 
vineed that in the majority of cases the Bureau finds its scope extremely 
limited. Started in 1902, the Committee of Workers aimed at inculeating 
the virtue of self-help amongst the Jewish masses. but it would seem 
that, in the words of a certain respected minister, the Bureau, taking 
its work collectively, only helps to accentuate, rather than relieve, their 
distress. Here are the figures as culled from the United Synagogue report. 
The Committee dealt with 2,452 cases during the past year. Of these, °79 
were relief cases, dealt with in co-operation with the Board of Guardians. 
Cases which did not come within the scope of the Committee and which 
were referred to the Board, totalled 611, whilst hospital and maternity 
letters reached the respectable figure of 1,118. To deery the work whic! is 
being so earnestly carried on at Mulberry Street would be an obvious 
unkindness. Yet these figures speak more eloquently than mere words. 

“ The first Anglo-Jewish Order” had the Queen’s Hall, Langham Place, al! 
to itself on Monday evening. It is hardly necessary to explain that the Order 
in question is the Achei Brith, whose coming of age was celebrated by a 
pleasant social gathering. The function was promoted not as a member- 
catching expedient—although “young, healthy candidates” are 
wanted—but simply to mark the progress of the leading Jewish friendly 
society order of our day. Even the band was kosher, permission for their 
attendance having been granted by Col. de Lara Cohen. Such a gathering 
of the “Jewish clans” there never has been in this vast Langham Place 
edifice, and one instinctively anticipates that recruits will shortly be pre- 
senting themselves for initiation into the Order. The sooner the better, tor 
the burden of occasional levies might be more widely distributed. 

The news that the Stepney Borough Council is negotiating with the Lord 
of the Manor for the purchase of Mile End Waste, has created something |ike 
consternation among the stall-holders who have held their pitches on this 
historic piece of ground for years. There is a feeling that the Borough 
Council may transfer the Whitechapel Hay Market to Mile End, and by so 
doing rob these poor people—among whom are many coreligionists—of the 
chance of earning even their precarious livelihood. I am given to under- 
stand from the Town Clerk, however, that some time may elapse before 
negotiations are completed, and that the Council will be very loth to inter- 
fere with the rights the people have enjoyed for so long a period without ict 
or hindrance.

Immigration and Emigration. 


The extra European passenger movement for 1909 has begun with a 
considerable outward balance. According to an official return just published, 
2,859 more foreigners left this country for places out of Europe in January 
than entered the United Kingdom from those parts. This compares with an 
inward balance of foreigners in January last year of 7,174. The difference is 
mainly explained by the change of the situation in respect of the United 


States. 


In January, 1908, 6,259 more foreigners entered from that country than 
left for it, whereas in January this year there was an outward balance 
In the case of British North America, 
too, a considerable change is registered, an inward balance from 
that country of 992 in January, 1908, being replaced by an out- 
ward balance of 511 in January, 1909. These figures point to a resump- 
tion of the emigration movement to America—a result, no doubt, of the 
slowly-improving trade conditions in that part of the world. In the case of 
British South Africa, where trade has been exceedingly depressed, there was 
in January this year, as in January, 1908, a small inward balance. As for 
Australia and New Zealand, it is noteworthy that, so far as the movement to 
and from this country is concerned, the foreign population of those colonies 
remains practically stationary, there being an addition to the population as 
a result of the movement referred to, of just eight souls, during January—

to the Talmud Torah has caused the worthy President of that body to reply 
hy a letter of protest, wherein he describes the difficulties with which the 
Board has to contend, and he concludes by stating “that any complaint against, 
or dissal isfaction with, the Board for not voting yrants is unjust and ground- 
less.’ | fally recognise the fact that the Shechita Board has many deep and 
complex problems before it, but it is satisfactory to know that the Board 
consists of some of our ablest communal workers with an energetic and 
experienced President at their head ; surely they should be able to devise 
some means by which the poor struggling Talmud Torah may receive a share 
—_however small—of its charitable distributions. Such assistance comes 
fully within the scope of the Board's work, for among the objects of the 
Board, as printed in the Annual Report, we find the following :—“ To grant 
assistance from time to time to various communal institutions which occa- 
sionally appeal to this Board for aid.” 

Basing its Claim on this paragraph, the Talmud Torah has appealed more 
or less occasionally for a grant, but without success. Can it be surprising, 
then, that a certain amount of discontent should exist at these repeated 
refusals, when at the same time other Institutions have been more favoured ? 
Everyone on the Board has always been willing to grant that the Talmud 
Toral is a “most important and most deserving Institution,” as Mr. Goodman 
grants in his letter; but that is about all the granting that was done. The 


eulogies Which have been so lavishly bestowed on the Talmud Torah have | 


hardly ever expressed themselves in the form of {£s.d. On one occasion the 
Board did grant £10 during the past ten years. The Shechita Board, be it said 
to its credit, has probably distributed between four and five thousand pounds 
for charitable parposes, and out of this large amount the Talmud Torah has 
received the magnificent sum of ten pounds! Has this treatment been fair 
to an Institution which, again to quote Mr. Goodman's own words, “is foster- 
ing Jewish ideals, and spreading Jewish learning, and has a just claim on 
the commanity forsupport?” The Shechita Board rightlyand justly supplies 
funds to those Institutions which provide for the bodily requirements of our 
poor brethren, bat when it comes to the moral and intellectual requirements 
of the children of the same poor brethren, it suddenly discovers that it has 
to establish a Reserve Fund to fight fature possible law cases. 1 venture to 
think that our young are our best reserve fund ; let us, by means of properly- 
supported Educational Institutions, train up our young to be loyal, peace- 
loving Jews, and we shall have to fear no law cases in the future. 

The Board, by its constitution, as well as in practice during the seventeen 
years it has existed, has shown that its functions are of a two-fold nature in 
common with all Shechita bodies—that, besides guarding the interests of 
Kashrus, it has also to support, as far as lies in its power, our Communal 
Institutions. This being so, it seems inconsistent that one Institution should 
receive the lion’s share of support, and that a second should be continually 
receiving its fond attentions, while others, equally deserving in their way, 
should be entirely neglected. If there is a rule which prevents a fair and 
equitable distribution, then in the name of justice and right, the sooner such 
an anomaly be removed from the Law-LBook, the better.

Other sources of income amounted to £173, inelud- 
ing <'% towards the building fund, the Committee having completed arrange- 
ments for purchasing the house for which hitherto an annual rental of £60 
hal to be paid. The total expenditure was £1,060. There is a liability to 
the bank of £420, incurred towards payment of the building. The large 
amount of expenditure, as compared with the income, has caused the 
Management to make an urgent appeal to the community for increased 
financial support, as many old subscribers had discontinued their subscrip- 
tions. Owing to the lack of accommodation, many applications for admission 
had to be refused. This is a matter of regret, but with the inadequate 
support the institation receives it is impossible for the Committee to think 
of extending the accommodation asked for. During the year Mr. J. L.

The dark cloud that has hung over the Jewish labour world for 


Labour the last few vears is now happily passing away. It has been 
Movement. frequently pointed out in these columns that the condition of 


the Jewish tailor—master and man—has been far from an 
enviable one. Space prohibits me from detailing the countless anomalies 
and grounds for redress. Cognisant of the fact that, despite the thousands 
of garments produced by Gentile females, there are as many, for a number of 
years, at least, that can only be produced by him, the Jew has finally 
resolved to release himself from the yoke of industrial oppression and 
inquisition, and to demand that he also is human, that the conditions and 
prices paid are unsatisfactory, and that, seeing that he is indispensable, he 
should at least be spared the abuse so frequently meted out to him. Not 
unjustifiably, the community will be pessimistic as to the success of such a 
resolution, coming as it does so late in the day. But, notwithstanding the 
youth of the Joint Board, it has already achieved a triumph worthy of an 
older'institution. A certain clothing establishment has introduced a new 
garment on the market. Bat at the end of the first week the Jewish 
employers found that the cost of production exceeded the price paid for the 
making. A conference was immediately held, and it was decided that every 
Jewish employer should return any such garments that were on his premises 
and should be pressed not to accept more, unless the firm consented to 
increase the price. The gauntlet was thrown down, and, for the first time in 
the history of the clothing trade in this city, work went begging. The firm's 
servants were despatched on an expedition through the Ghetto in search of 
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a Jewish employer prepared to make the rejected work, but all efforts we 
futile. Threats were eventually uttered that the rejected garments would = 
made on the premises by the Gentile females, but as proof that such thre re 
were unfounded and unreal, there is the fact that a number of the emplove : 
involved were summoned before the directors of the firm the other day at 1 
after a short consultation, acceded to their request and increased tha a 
from the lowest to the superior quality of that particular garment 
increase could have been higher, but there is consolation in knowing 
but for the determined and united efforts of the Jews in the tailorins 
industry, the victory, which is unprecedented, would have been impossible. 
it is only fair to pay a tribute to the assistance rendered by the representa. 
tives of the Amalgamated Jewish Tailors’, Machinists’ and Pressers’ Trade

with the Chinese. In 1851 he was promoted Lieutenant- 
General and kK O.B., and afterwards held the command of 
the Southern District. His son, (General “iT Charles 
Lawrence ad Aguilar, K.C.B.., distinguished himself in the 
Crimea. 


The family of Benjamin Goldsmid, who died in 1808" 
gave several officers to the British Army His third son, 
Major-General Albert Goldsmid, eeryed through the 
Peninsular War, and had two horses shot under him at 
Waterloo. He was present at the battles of Salamanca, 
Vittoria, Nivelle and Nive, and received asilve! medal and 
four clasps. His younger brother, James; Was © subaltern 
in the 53rd Regiment, and was lost at sea ‘n the foundering 
of a troopship. Lionel, the afth son of Benjamin Gold 
smid, and the grandfather of Colonel Goldsmid, was i 
the 19th Dragoons. 

In the naval annals we find the records of the Schom- 
berg family. “10 Alexander Schomberg, the sen of Meyer 
Low Sehomberg, the famous physician, and F.R&S entered 
the Navy in 1745. lle was promoted Captain after four: 
teen years of service, and took part in the reduction of 
Louisburg. He also assisted at the capture of Quebec, and 
was closely associated with General Wolfe in that car 
paign. He served under Commodore Keppel at the 
capture of Belle-Isle in 1761, and was knighted in lied 
His second son, Alexander Wilmot S-homberg, ser’ ead with 
distinction in the war with France, and was successively 
promoted until he finally reached the rank of Admiral in 
isi9. His three sons were all in the service of the nation 
(one was a V ice-Admiral, the second, General Sil (,eoree 
Augustus Schomberg, and the third, Sir Charles 
Mark Schomber¢, took part in the Battle of the Nile, and 
the operations off the coast of Italy and Spain. For the 
Egyptian campaign of 1800 he received the Turkish Order 
of the Crescent. W hile off the Mauritius in iki, in com 
mand of the “Astrma, he engaged and defeated three 
French frigates, capturing twe of them. He held several 
other offices. including the Commander-in Chief at the 
Cape. and the Lieutenant Governorship of Dominica and 
was knighted in in32. He received the ¢ yrder of the Tower 
and Sword from the Prince ef Brazil. ftsaac Schomberg, 
a nephew of Sir Alexander, entered the Navy in 1770. and 
took part as Lieutenant in the relief of Gibraltar, and in 
important operations In the West Indies. He was First 
Lieutenant to William then Prince William, the 
“ Pegasus, and while that veasel was in eomrmission was 
placed under arrest by Nelson at his own request owing 
to disputes with his Commander. He returned to England, 
but was reinstated in a few months. While on ser ice in 
India he was involved in quarrels with the mriitary 
authorities. and again sent home, but immediately pro- 
moted Post-Captain, and in that capacity took part in 
Lord Howe's victory. the Glorious First of June. dyn the 
renewal of the war, he was in charge of the a-fencibles of 
the Hastings district, and was afterwards appointed Com 
missioner and Deputy Controller of the Navy. 


The Army of the Empire, in whose ranks men of all 
races and all religions are to he found, has not failed to 
include representatives of the Beni-Israel. In the roll of 
honour of the nature Indian army the following names 
stand prominent : Samuel Eze hiel Whares Ikar, and 
Semajee Hasajee Diveker, who abtained distinction at the 
siege of Seringapatam .

AUNTIE’S CHAT. 


Henceforth the majesty of God revere, 
Fear Him and you have nothing else to fear. 

These beautiful and explicit words were spoken 
by James Fordyce, a poet who lived in the eighteenth 
century. The oceasion of their utterance is decidedly 
interesting: A gentleman of Fordyce’s acquaintance 
used blasphemous language in the poet’s presence, 
and seeing the displeasure this latter displayed, felt 
ashamed of his lack of self-control and apologised ; 
whereupon he received the above admonition. 

What precious truth that couplet contains ! 
How few of us revere God in anything like an 
adequate sense. Men take centuries of thought and 
labour to build a city, and in one single night God 
ean destroy all. It is indeed true that if we fear 
God we need have no other fear, for by fearing Him 
we hate the sins which displease Him, commit them 
not, and have naught to fear. 

Fear is the issue of ignorance, and as we broaden 
our minds it is metamorphosed into love. 

There is an old Russian legend that relates 
how a merchant of good repute was returning, after 
many months absence, to his family, who dwelt at 
Novgorod. As he approached the outskirts of that 
city, a hooded stranger leapt on his horse behind him.
